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Prospect Heights voters approve park bond issue 


Prospect Heights Park District's $1.1 


million referendum was approved Tues- 
day by less than 35 votes. 


Unofficial tallies showed the yellow 


ballot, which enabled the park board to 
increase its indebtedness passed 468 to to 
439. The same counts showed the green 
ballot, which permits the issuance of 
general obligation bonds, passed 471 to 
440. 


Tho 007 voles cast, together with 11 ab- 


sentee ballots, was a near record for vot- 
er turnout, according to park officials. 
Only the referendum which originally es- 
tablished the park district brought more 
voters to the polls. 


THE VOTE COUNT on the white bal- 


lot, which calls for a later referendum on 


a bond issue for the public purchase of 
the Rob Roy Golf Course on Euclid 'Ave- 
nue, was unavailable late last night. This' 
was on opinion question only. 


Park District Pres. Max Lyle said be- 


fore the vote was final, "If this passes 
our job has just begun." He said a lot of 
hard work faced the board. As.for the 
voter turnout, he said he had expected 
about 1,000 persons. 


The last ballot was cost more than a 


half hour after the polls closed. Long 
lines of voters started forming about 5 
p.m. and at least 40 persons were still in 
line when the polls closed officially at 6 
p.m. 


Tho referendum provides for a major 


renovation of the Lions Park pool on 


(/amp McDonald Road and the construc- 
tion of an adjacent community ccn- 


' ter/sports complex. 


IT IS ESTIMATED the referendum 


will cost property owners in the district 
$17.89 a year per $10,000 assessed valu- 
ation for 16 years. Park officials say the 
yearly cost may be higher at first but 
will lessen as various apartment com- 
plexes within the district are completed, 
occupied and taxed. 


The renovation of Lions Park pool will 


begin after the summer school season 
and should be completed in November. 
The pool improvements are needed to 
•ircvent state health officials from clos- 
ing down the pool entirely after the sea- 
son. 


The other major planned Improvement 


is the construction of the community cen- 
ter/sports complex adjacent to the pool. 
The estimated cost of the building and 
pool renovation Is $650,000. 


The building, scheduled to open in the 


fall of 1975, will house pool offices, locker 
rooms and meeting rooms. Other facil- 
ities will include two arts and crafts 
rooms, two handball courts, an exercise 
room, a club room, a concession area 
and kitchen for the meeting room. 


ADDED TO THE outside of Lions Park 


will be six tennis courts, two practice 
tennis courts, a playground area and a 
child's wading pool. Other monies from 
the bond issue will be used to equip the 
center, land acquisition (both halves of 


the Hillcrest slough and other properties 
not identified), and retirement of out- 
standing pool revenue bonds. Four tennis 
courts are also planned for the park on 
the Commonwealth Edison Co. right-of- 
way south of the Country Gardens subdi- 
vision. School-park sites at Eisenhower 
and John Muir schools will be improved 
as will the Lions Park baseball field. 


Park officials estimate the total taxes 


for $10,000 assessed valuation over the 16 
years of the bond issue would be $286.22. 
This estimate is based on the current tax 
base of $32 million which is projected to 
increase to $76 million by 1990. The total 
park district levy for the first year of the 
bond issue will be $46.90 per $10,000 as- 
sessed valuation, officials said.

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Stavros sentence: 4 years, $25,000 fine 


Must serve at least 3 years in federal prison

James Stavros, former Wheeling Town- 


ship Democratic commlttccman, was 
sentenced to a four-year prison term and 
fined $25.000 Tuesday despite claims by 
his attorney that Stnvros was led astray. 


U.S. District Judge Hubert Will said he 


decided on the four-year sentence be- 
cause It will guarantee Jhat Stavros will 
servo at least three years in a federal 
penitentiary under current parole pol- 
icies. 


Stavros pleaded guilty April 30 to ex- 


torting $92,000 from three Wheeling de- 
velopers and filing a false income tax 
return as part of an agreement with the 
U.S. Attorney's Office, which dropped 
eight other counts against Stavros. 


Among tho eight counts were charges 


of extorting an additional $91,250 from 
Wheeling developers. 


IN ASKING FOR a light sentence, 


Stnvros' attorney. Joel Murray, said his 
client began extorting money from devel- 
oper* because he feared he was dying 
from cancer of the testicles and needed 
to provide for his family. 


Judge Will rejected tho statement and 


noted that a probation report found 
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Stavros now to be In excellent health. His 
problems are "more psychiatric than 
physical," said tho judge, referring to 
the report. 


Murray also charged that Stavros was 


led astray by Jack Nctchin, an associate 
of Hollywood Builders. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Steven Kadison, 


however, replied that Murray's allega- 
tions were "outrageous and border on 
the slanderous." Kadison presented the 
court wllh the results of a lie detector 
test by Nctchin, which Kadison said 
proved that Nctchin had never entered 
Into any scheme with Stavros. He said 
the test also showed that Nctcnin did not 
lie when ho said that his own company 
was a victim of Stavros' extortion ef- 
forts. 


KADISON SAID that Stavros was not 


the "contrite and humbled" man pic- 
tured by Murray In hit argument for a 
light sentence. He said Stavros only 
agreed to plead guilty after "he was 
backed into a corner" by the massivo 
federal evidence against him. 


According to Kadison, Stavros used 


"old-fashioned gangster" techniques in 
"extorting money from any developer 


who desired to build in the Village of 
Wheeling." He cited examples by out- 
lining government evidence of physical 
threats made against two developers.' 


In the first instance, Kadison said Fred 


Hillman of Chesterfield 'Builders called 
then-village trustee Peter Egan after 
Stavros demanded money in exchange 
for building and zoning favors. "Stavros 
then called Hillman and said, "If you try 
to make a deal behind my back, I'll kill 
you,'" Kadison said. 


ACCORDING TO Kadison, the second 


threat of physical harm was made 
against Alfred Hoffman Jr. of the Tckton 
Corp. Kadison said Stavros called Hoff- 
man at church because ho hadn't paid 
the demanded $40,000 and said, "If you 
don't pay now it is lights out for you and 
lights out for your project." 


Judge Will said h did not care who be- 


gan the scheme which led to Stavros' ex- 
tortion of more than $300,000 from Wheel- 
ing developers. He said every defendant 
always has an excuse for his crime, and 
said that Stavros' excuse was "I 
wouldn't have done it except I had the

James Stavros, who started receiving 


zoning payoffs from Wheeling developers 
in 1958, has amassed a fortune of $3.4 
million. 


A glimpse of the former Wheeling 


Township Democratic committecman's 
financial holdings was revealed, Tuesday 
as Stavros was sentenced'to-four years 
in prison and fined $25,000 by U. S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge Hubert Will. 


Stavros earlier had pleaded guilty to 


four counts of extortion and tax evasion 
after the gogcrnmcnt dropped eight other 
counts against him. 


Stavros' holdings were valued at 


$3,423.500 in a probation report prepared 
for the sentencing. Loans outstanding to- 
tal more than $1,493,000, leaving Stavros 
with a net worth of $1,888,000. 


Eleven counts of extortion against 


Stavros, returned in a Jan. 31 federal in- 
dictment, charged that he received from 
developers more than $294,000, two acres 
of commercial property, installation of 
water and sewer lines at Ills mother's 
house, free painting, valued at $3,000, of 
his house and more than $5,000 in liquor 
for influencing zoning in Wheeling. 


Stavros pleaded guilty to extorting 


$92,000 from three developers. 


THE PROBATION report disclosed 


that: 


• Stavros owns 30 per cent of Whip- 


pletree Village trallor park, 525 N. 
McHenry Rd. The 53-acre park is valued 
at S5 million. 


The Herald disclosed last year that the 


trailer park received substantial govern- 
ment favors, including tax breaks, con- 
nection to the village water system with- 
out payment of "recapture" fees, and

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Heartworm hits home 


Former 'Southern' disease moves as far 
north as Canada with our mobile society 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The family dog is now paying a 


price for America's mobile society. 


The family motor vacation to the 


South brought back more than 
carved coconuts, baby alligators and 
bags of oranges. The dog, which of- 
ten accompanies the family, brought 
back canine hoartworm disease. 


The disease, dirofilariasls, was once 


considered a problem only in warm- 
er climates, such as the southeastern 
United States. However, families, 
with their pets, on the move have 
brought it as far north as Michigan 
and Canada, according to the Ameri- 
can Veterinary Medical Society. 


HEARTWORMS ARE exactly what 


the name implies: parasitic worms 
that can lodge in a dog's heart. If 
enough of the worms accumulate, the 
impaired blood circulation can lead 
to lung, liver, kidney as well as heart 
dysfunctions, and possibly death. 


The worms range in length from 


six-Inch males to females a foot or 
more long. 


The worms are transmitted by 


mosquitos. The insect can draw 
blood containing microscopic worms 
larvae from an Infected animal. Af- 
ter two weeks, the larvae mature 
enough Inside the mosquito to be 
transmitted to a healthy dog and in- 
fect it. 


Once inside the dog's body the lar- 


vae take three months to "migrate" 
to the heart, where they reach their 
full growth in about three more 
months, the AVMA said. 


Because mosquitos are the "car- 


riers," dogs that live near water or 
take family trips to the woods arc 
more susceptible to the illness, the 
AVMA warned.

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Lawyer: Rose Mary innocent 
Technicians link tape gap 
to erasures, re-recordings 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - A panel of 


technicians said In its final report Tues- 
day at least five separate erasures and 
rorocordlngs paused the famous IBtt 
minute gap In one of President Nixon's 
Watergate tapes. They did not fix any 
blame for the gap. 


A lawyer for Rose Mary Woods, Nix- 


on's personal secretary, who said she 
might have accidentally caused a four- 
or-flve-mlnuto portion of the gap, called 
the report worthless and said Miss 
Woods was innocent of any wrongdoing. 


Another expert hired by the White 


House to Judge the tape of a June 20, 
1072, conversation between Nixon and 
then chief of staff H. R. Haldcman, con- 
curred on virtually every conclusion 
reached by the panel which was appoint- 
ed by the court except that he thought a 
malfunction of Miss Woods' tape record- 
er may have caused part of the gap. 


James D. SL Clalr, Nixon's chief Wa- 


tergate lawyer, said the panel was wrong 
In dismissing the possibility that a mal- 
function in the machine was involved and 
its report "creates the false impression 
that all portions of the erasure were done 
manually and deliberately." 


The panel rejected the possibility of In- 


ternal malfunction as a contributing 
cause. Its report strongly suggested the 
erasure was deliberate since it "required 
several operations of the push button" on 
the control keyboard of the Uher 500 
used by Miss Woods. 


The report, prepared by six technical 


experts assigned by U5. District Judge 
John J. Sirica to find out how the gap 
occurred, was identical to preliminary 
conclusions announced In January. 


In related developments Tuesday, the 


House Judiciary Committee heard two 
t a p e s which apparently supported 


President Nixon's contentions he ordered 
an antitrust suit against ITT be dropped 
for policy reasons and not in return for 
campaign funds. 


But committee members said the tapes 


also contradicted testimony by Nixon's 
former attorney general, Richard C. 
Kleindienst, when he told senators at his 
confirmation hearing he received no 
White House orders on ITT.

Era's end: subversives list abolished 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Nixon Tuesday abolished the attor- 
ney general's list of subversive or- 
ganizations and prohibited any feder- 
al agency from using the list in the 
future. 


Atty. Gen. William B. Saxbe an- 


nounced that Nixon had acted on his 
recommendation which was based on 
a study begun lost year by BTIlot 
Richardson, who preceded Saxbe as 
head of the Justice Department. 


The controversial list was created 


by an executive order from Presi- 
dent Harry S. Truman in 1947 when 
there was widespread evidence of So- 
viet subversion in the United States. 
Truman directed the attorney gener- 
al to compile a list of organizations 


that he considered subversive and 
through later years the number of 
entries grew to about 300. 


Saxbe said the listed organizations 


ranged from the Communist Party 
USA to the KIu Klux Klan. It includ- 
ed such groups as the German-Amer- 
ican Bund and the Black Dragon 
Society. 


Saxbe said the federal government 


will "naturally" continue security 
programs but he said the new execu- 
tive order forbids federal agencies 
from using the old list. 


Saxbe pointed out the list was 


created for use in a federal employe 
loyalty program during a time when 
the nation was facing "a bewildering 
scries of problems in the upheavals

torneys General — Richard Kleindienst 
— will be sentenced Friday on the mis- 
demeanor charge of refusing to testify to 
the Senate Judiciary Committee about 
the ITT case. Kleindienst, who pleaded 
guilty to the charge May 16, will appear 
before U.S. District Judge, George Hart 
and could get from a month to a year in 
jail, and a fine of $1,000. He's the second 
cabinet officer In this century to be guil- 
ty of a crime in connection with his offi- 
cial duties.

Social Security 
faces red ink 
early in 1979

Falling birth rates, larger numbers of 


retired persons and inflation threaten to 
put the Social Security system's trust 
funds into the red as early as 1979, gov- 
ernment officials indicated Tuesday. 


James B. Cardweil, social security 


commissioner, warned of possible long- 
term financial problems for the system. 


For the short-term, he said, money to 


finance old age, survivors and disability 
benefits will continue to grow, although 
the rate of growth will decline because of 
inflation. Social Security benefits are fi- 
nanced by payroll taxes on employers. 
and workers of 5.85 per cent each. 


Beginning with the 1980s and into the- 


next century the financial picture dark- • 
ens, and the funds eventually could be 
paying out 3 per cent more in benefits 
than is coming in annually, a report in- 
dicated.

SPRINGFIELD. III. (UPI) - Ma- 


jor construction projects in most of 
Illinois stood idle yesterday in the 
second day of a strike by some 4,000 
Teamsters.

week." 


Construction work in seven north- 


ern Illinois counties Including Cook, 
has been stymied since May 15 when 
Teamster concrete ready-mix drivers 
walked off their Jobs In a separate 
contract dispute. 


Both walkouts involve wage dis- 


agreements. 


OAVIO DIUSCMLL. an official of 


the Associated General Contractors, 
said the Teamsters In tho Central • 
southern Illinois dispute were asking 
for a 40 per cent hike In wago and 
fringe benefits. 


The Teamsters basic wage under a 


contract that expired March 31 was 
$7.50 an hour. 


A union spokesman declined to 


confirm or deny Drlscoll's figures, 
but he said, "We've got a proposal 
out there and it's all negotiable. They 
have refused to negotiate." 


Another Issue in the dispute, ac- 


cording to Driscoll, was the con- 
tractors' demand for an arbitration 
clause under which unresolved Issues 
would be submitted to binding arbi- 
tration.

Heliport hopes 
beaten 3rd time 


A proposal to allow heliports in the Vil- 


lage of Wheeling was defeated for the 
third time since 1968. 


Village board members unanimously 


voted Monday night against any revision 
of local codes to allow heliports or heli- 
pads In Wheeling. The vote went against 
zoning board recommendations to revise 
the ordinances to allow helipads for 
emergency uses. 


Trustee John Koeppen questioned the 


zoning board's recommendations, saying 
he did not think it was necessary to 
change local codes for emergency heli- 
copter landings. He said 
helicopters 


could land anywhere during an emergen- 
cy, and thus said he did not think the 
village had to pass an ordinance allowing 
such emergency uses. 


"The thing is, you don't know where 


the emergency is going to be," said 
Trustee William Hein in agreeing with 
Koeppen. 


TRUSTEE AL LANG said he did not 


think the village needed helicopter facil- 
ities since PalWaukee Airport is located 
Just outside Wheeling. "If you have an 
airport on your border, to put one up in 
the middle of your village is crazy," he 
said. "I don't want any heliports, any 
helipads, any landings."

heliports was requested by Earl Rey- 
nolds, vice president of Asplundh'Tree 
Expert Co., 412 N. Milwaukee Ave. He 
requested the change so that his com- 
pany could operate a heliport for its two 
helicopters at the corner of Mayer and 
Milwaukee avenues. 


Asplundh currently operates its heli- 


copters out of PalWaukee Airport. The 
helicopters are used for patroling utility 
lines for major companies in the Mid- 
west. 


IN-1008, WHEN the heliport ordinance 


was first proposed,, there were six-heli- 
ports operating in the village. After the 
board voted 5-1 against the ordinance, all 
heliport operations in the village became 
illegal. 


Reynolds tried again in 1070 to have 


the matter reopened so he would operate 
a heliport at Asplundh. The board voted 
4-3 not to allow heliports in the village. 
Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon, who has 
since become an Asplundh employe, cast 
the deciding vote at that time. Scanlon 
did not participate in Monday's voting. 


Residents have been vocal in ex- 


pressing opposition to allowing heliports 
in the village ever since the matter was 
first proposed in 1968. About 40 residents, 
mainly from the northeast section of 
town ncr Asplundh, appeared at the April 
zoning hearings to oppose any revision in 
the codes. 


Zoning board members said they opted 


to endorse helipads for emergency use 
rather than heliports, saying that both 
the police and fire chief spoke in favor of 
emergency helicopter landing sites. 


The cost of the zoning hearings was 


covered by the village, since the matter 
dealt with revisions of the village codes.

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Democratic party regulars troop to the polls

A rather surprisingly heavy turnout of 


Wheeling Township Democrats voted last 
night for "delegates electors" In the first 
of a series of party functions designed to 
produce ultimately a grassroots direction 
for their national party. 


In the first hour of balloting, at a ses- 


sion at Prospect High School, more than 
200 Democrat* cast ballots for electors 
who will meet two weeks from now to 
select candidates from the 12th Congres- 
sional Dist. to a national Democratic 
convention next December. 


Indications from party regulars early 


In tho balloting were that a heavy turn- 
out of voters friendly to Democratic 


Commlttoeraan Donald L. Norman had 
trooped to the polls. 


There was no Indication on the ballot 


of the affiliation between party regulars 
and independent Democratic candidates, 
but two groups of ten candidates were 
easily identifiable as cither party regu- 
lars or Independent challengers. 


Early Democratic turnout In Elk 


Grove Township was also reported sur- 
prisingly heavy with the same visible 
representatives of party regulars and 
challengers coming to the headquarters • 
of Elk Grove Twp. Democratic Cora- 
mlttccman William Rose to vote. 


ELECTORS CHOSEN lost night will 


convene on June 18 at congressional dis- 


trict meetings to elect delegates to the 
National Democratic Conference to be 
held In Kansas City next December. 


There will be two delegates elected 


from the 12th Congressional District, 
c o m p r i s e d of Harrington, Palatine, 
Wheeling, Hanover, Schauraburg and Elk 
Grove townships' In Cook County, and 
five townships in Lake County. The 10th 
Congressional 
District, consisting of 


Northfleld, New Trier, Evanston, Niles 
and Maine townships In Cook County, 
will send three delegates to the national 
conference. 


Delegates to the national conference 


need not be among the electors chosen at 
last night's meetings. Candidates for 


delegates may become eligible for elec- 
tion by notifying their township com- 
mitteeman and John P. Touhy, chairman 
of the State Democratic Central Com- 
mittee of their candidacy by June 11, 
it5 Tuesday. 
. FROM ILLINOIS' 24 congressional dis- 
tricts, a total of 77 delegates to the na- 
tional conference will be elected by the 
electors named last night throughout the 
state. Another 19 at-large delegates will 
be chosen by the State Democratic Con- 
vention in Springfield on June 26. The 
remainder of the 108-member Illinois de- 
legation will be made up of Gov. Daniel 
Walker, Sen. Adlal E. Stevenson III, and 
Illinois' 10 Democratic congressmen. 


The conference in Kansas City has 


been termed a "mini-convention." It Is in- 
tended to produce a charter for the na- 
tional party which will set the tone of the 
national Democratic organization for the 
next four years. 


The "mini-convention" is viewed by 


many as an' attempt to incorporate the 
best of national delegate selection pro- 
cesses which were injected into the 1972 
national nominating convention largely 
under the pressure by the dominating 
forces of presidential nominee Sen. 
George McGovern, while guarding 
against the divisive effects which con- 
tributed to the party's heavy loss hi the 
'72 election. 


Village board wrapup 
Stormwater law 
near approval 


The Wheeling Village Board has taken the first step to- 


wards passing a comprehensive stormwater-control ordinance 
that would require nearly all developers to provide some wa- 
ter retention. 


The ordinance, drafted by consulting engineer William 


Llndley, was given preliminary approval and posted in the 
village hall for public inspection. The board is scheduled for 
final vole on the ordinance next week. 


If passed, the ordinance would require retention facilities 


for all commercial and Industrial developments and for all 
residential developments larger than three acres. Currently, 
tho village abides by Metropolitan Sanitary District require- 
ments which call for retention on Industrial and commercial 
projects larger than five acres and residential projects larger 
than 10 acres. 


In addition, the ordinance increases retention requirements 


to provide for the runoff from a 100-year storm. It calls for 
developments to bo designed so that flood-prone areas are 
built away from buildings to prevent flooding. 


A special by-pass channel is ols Included in the ordinance, 


which would be built into developments to steer overland 
runoff away from buildings In cose of an extreme storm. 


Trustee William Hcln said ho plans to contact upstream 


communities in the Buffalo Creek watershed to ask them to 
enact similar ordinances. He sold that many of these commu- 
nities said they wilt be willing to enact flood control programs 
once the downstream communities, like Wheeling, take 
measures to help themselves. 


Flood plain meeting 


Village board members arc planning a special meeting with 


consulting engineers Herbert Pocrtner and William Lindlcy to 
discuss possible revisions of the flood plain ordinance. 


Trustee William Hcln asked that the meeting be set for the 


first week In July. He said that Wheeling has made substan- 
tial progress In Its flood control program, and said a review 
of the flood plain ordinance might be the next stop. 


Trustee Don Jackson Initiated the call for the meeting. 


Jackson Is opposed to all building In the flood plain, which is 
currently allowed under village ordinances. He said that he 
would cither like the village to enact more stringent flood 
plain building requirements or ban plain building entirely, 
building requirements or ban flood plain building entirely. 


Other board members agreed that Wheeling should take 


steps to Improve Its flood plain ordinance, which they said 
was innovative when first passed in 1967. 


Tho flood plain ordinance allows developers to build in the 


flood plain after they fill in the land. They must then provide 
water retention to provide for water storage areas displaced 
by this fill. 


Bolster weed law: Lang 


Trustee Al Lang is calling for a strengthening of the vil- 


lage's weed control ordinance, which he said many people arc 
Ignoring. 


The current ordinance states that it Is Illegal to allow weeds 


to grow more than eight Inches high. If property owners fail 
to cut their weeds, the village can cither cut the weeds or 
hire someone else to do tho job. The property owner is then 
billed for the work. 


Lang said that many property owners now arc using the 


village as a weed cutting service. He said he would like to sec 
stiff fines Imposed for failure to cut weeds, saying this might 
encourage property owners to do tho work themselves Instead 
of relying on the village. 


Trustee lion Bruhn said tho major violators of this ordi- 


nance are the county, state and township, who fail to cut the 
weeds along their right of ways. He asked that these agencies 
bo ticketed when they fall to cut their weeds. 


Onmi-House funds asked 


The village board approved a resolution calling for thc.statc 


funding of Omnl-Housc: Youth Services Bureau Monday 
night. 


In tho resolution, tho board said they endorsed the activities 


of Omnl-Housc, and said tho village would not seek state 
funding for similar projects from Oct. 1,1074 to Sept. 30,1075. 


The resolution Is required for Omni-Houso to qualify for Its 


third grant from tho Illinois Law Enforcement Commission. 
It also receives money from local governments.

opportunity and I was induced to do it." 


The judge also rejected 
Murray's 


claim that Stavros was trying to provide 
for his family because he felt he was dy- 
ing of cancer. He noted Stavros' net fi- 
nancial worth of $1,888,000, with holdings 
of $3,423,000. 


"A MAN WHO IS getting ready to face 


his maker ought not to want to do it at 
the top of a crime wave," Judge Will 
said. 


Kadison asked the judge for a stiff sen- 


tence to show the Wheeling community 
how such crimes are dealt with, and 
Judge Will agreed. 


"These are troubled days In this coun- 


try, and one of the principal reasons these 
are troubled days is so many people in 
the position of public powtv have abused 
their authority," Will said. 


The judge said the abuse of public 


power is perhaps the most serious crime. 
"There is hardly anything more subver- 
sive," he said, noting he would prefer 
communists to such a crime. 


"I am more worried about people like 


this than overt revolutionaries," he said. 


JUDGE WILL SAID he had no illusion 


that Stavros' sentence would lead to the 
rehabilitation of politicians, but said it 
might help reestablish the account- 
ability to restore public decency. 


Terming his sentence "relatively mild 


and certainly tempered with mercy,"

STAVROS, WHO has been political 


boss of Wheeling for a decade, will also 
have to settle with the Internal Revenue 
Service for a large but undisclosed 
amount of back taxes. 


Stavros is the second defendant to 


plead guilty and be sentenced for federal 
charges brought Jan. 31, when six for- 
mer and present Wheeling and Cook 
County officials were indicted following a 
year-long federal probe of shakedowns of 
Wheeling developers. Former village 
trustee Michael Valcnza was sentenced 
to a nine-month prison term for con- 
spiracy to commit extortion. 


developer of Chelsea Cove, deeded it to 
Stavros after he demanded the land as a 
payoff. 


STAVROS' ATTORNEY, Joel Murray, 


pleaded for clemency In sentencing and 
argued his 43-year-old client "grew up on 
a farm ... his parents were farmers." 


In 1959, when Stavros married his wife, 


Elizabeth, "he had no funds," Murray 
said. His first salary to top $10,000 a year 
came in 1966 when he was an aide to 
County Board President Seymour Simon. 
C a r d i a c , orthopedic and urological 
"problems" ended Stavros' employment 
In 1967, Murray said, and his gross in- 
come in 1968 was about $11,000. 


"I'm not attempting to plead poverty," 


Murray told Will while challenging the 
probation report's $3.4 million estimate 


of gross worth. The 235-acre farm "has 
been in the family for 20 years." 


"So he wasn't poor then," Will an- 


swered. 


WHEN WILL SUGGESTED a 60-or 90- 


day deadline for payment of the $25,000 
fine, Murray replied that Stavros' assets 
are not "liquid." Stavros has received an 
extension to June 15 for completion of his 
1973 income tax return and faces possible 
penalties payment of back taxes. 


The judge then allowed Stavros six 


months to pay the fine. 


Because of Stavros' wealth "he can af- 


ford to be honest!' when released from 
prison in more than three years, Will 
said. "He can be in the future all the 
good things he has been in the past and 
none of the bad." 
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Accident deaths down, too 
Speeding tickets increase 
sharply since 55-mph limit

Casing of Ihc energy shortage Is 


apparently prompting motorists to Ignore 
the thrco-month-old 55-m.p.h. speed limit 
and the situation has meant an Increase 
In the number of speeding tickets being 
Issued hero. 


The 55-m.p.h. limit was imposed Feb. 


23 in Illinois. Since then, statistics com- 
piled by District 3 state police headquar- 
ters In DCS Plnlncs show speeds arc in- 
creasing significantly now that motorists 
no longer feel an Immediate gasoline 
shortage threat. 


During a four-day period last week 


car working a day shift stopped 43 
speeders, with the lowest speed clocked 
at 65 and the highest 73 by a motorcyclist 
traveling In a 40-m.p.h. zone. 


YEARLY STATISTICS are even more 


dramatic. Speeding tickets issued by the 
department last year In January totaled 
192 compared to this year's 208 total. In 
February, 1073, 115 tickets were issued, 
but this February 211 were Issued. In 
March almost 100 more citations were Is- 
sued this year than last year (278 vs. 
383) and for April, tho figure almost 
doubted with 473 Issued tills year com- 
pared to 213 last year. 


"I think a lot of people slowed down 


(when the law went into effect!) became 
of economy," Trooper Osborn Curtis, In- 
formation officer for District 3, said 
Monday. Now, however, the speeds are 
going up and too many motorists "think 
that 60 is the speed to do," he said. 


Tickets have been Issued for motorists 


traveling even 58 m.p.h., Curtis said, al- 


though the issuance of a citation depends 
on each individual case. 


THE BIGGEST problem for troopers 


has come from truckers, who have con- 
spired almost as a network to try to out- 
wit police In exceeding tho 55 limit. The 
trucking Industry had opposed the low- 
ered limits and when tho reduced speed 
was authorized, Individual truckers be- 
gan using citizens band radios to alert 
each other on the positions of patrollng 
squad cars, police said. 


"They arc stilt using the CB radios," 


Curtis said. Ho said stops have been tak- 
en by tho department to curb truckers 
and the department Is now concentrating 
more heavily on truckers because of citi- 
zen complaints. 


"Ono of the problems with professional 


drivers Is they watch their mirrors more 
and watch where we arc and pass tho 
Information to each other. But they're 
just making it lough on themselves. 


"They're bringing upon themselves the 


heavier enforcement," Curtis said. Tho 
problem has been reduced, however, and 
Curtis said violators appear to bo more 
small owner-driver operations than tho 
major trucking lines. 


THE MOST celebrated sidelight to the 


lowered speed limit has been the signifi- 
cant decline In the number of traffic fa- 
talities, and figures compiled dally by 
the department bear out the reduction in 
the highway death toll. 


From the first of the year to last Tues- 


day, the fatality rate Is 217 under last 
year for the same time period. Some 515 


deaths in traffic accidents on rural roads 
took place in the state last year com- 
pared to some 368 this year. On urban 
roads, the total last year was 339 com- 
pared to 269 this year. 


The effect of the speed limit reduction 


was particularly apparent In the first 
weeks following the new law. "When It 
first came out, I was working the day 
shift on the Elsenhower Expressway and 
I went for several weeks without an acci- 
dent," Trooper Al Hapack, a district In- 
formation officer, said Monday. 


Opinions of the law have varied, but 


Hapack said the lowered speed is prob- 
ably good for the metropolitan Cook 
County area. "I've worked both under 
tho old limit (65 m.p.h. unless posted oth£ 
erwise) and the new one. It's a good 
speed here because of the congestion." 


STATE POLICE STATISTICS are showing that an in- 
creasing number of motorists are ignoring the state's 


55-m.p.h. maximum speed limit. Police say easing of the 
gas shortage is ona reason for the increasing speeds.

Hamster-carried 
disease reported 
by area family 


Three members of a Mount Prospect 


family became ill last month, after pur- 
chasing two hamsters, although there is 
no confirmation that their illness was 
lymphocytic choriomenlngitls, a non-fat- 
al disease carried by hamsters. 


The family, who did not wish' to be 


identified, purchased the hamsters on 
May 8. Within a week of the purchase, 
three of four members of the family be- 
came ill with symptoms resembling in- 
fluenza, which also Is characteristic of 
lymphocytic choriomenlngitis. 


Although spokesmen at the pet store 


said their hamsters were not purchased 
from the distributor who sold the possi- 
bly contaminated animals, the store did 
agree to refund the family its money and 
allow the pets to be returned. 


Dan Quackenbush*, supervisor of Pet 


World at Randhurst Slopping Center, 
said the hamster (one of the two died 
before it was returned) is being kept in 
the back of the store and shows no signs 
of being 111. 


Quackenbush also said none of his em- 


ployes has become ill from any of the 
store's hamsters. The store supervisor 
added that he believes any hamster that 
was a possible carrier "has probably al- 
ready met his fate." 
• 


QUACKENBUSH SAID he has been in 


touch with officials from the Mount Pros- 
pect Health Department but he said for 
now the animal will be kept under obser- 
vation. 


The DuPage County Health Depart- 


ment has confirmed that six cases of 
lymphocytic choriomenlngitls were re- 
ported in the county last month. 


Dr. Susan Baiter, director of personal 


health services for the county, said tho 
six cases occurred in two families. All 
tho persons affected recovered from the 
illness and the pet hamsters were de- 
stroyed. 


Dr. Baiter said in addition two cases of 


the disease were also reported In down- 
state Illinois last month. < 


Because the disease can only be con- 


firmed through blood tests, there is no 
confirmation that the Mount Prospect 
family actually had the disease since no 
blood tests wero taken. 


However, the family confirmed that 


each person who became ill, including 
the father and two children, were sick 
for about two weeks, which is the ap- 
proximate time span for the Illness. 


The family also sold the only person 


who did not become ill was the mother, 
who did not touch or come into direct 
contact with either hamster. 


THE COMMUNICABLE Disease Cen- 


ter in Atlanta, Go., reported in its April 
bulletin that 93 coses of the disease were 
reported nationwide but none of these 
had been in Illinois. 


The CDC said the possibly affected 


hamsters, distributed by Aquarium Sup- 
ply Co. of Harrison, N.J., were sold be- 
tween Dec. 4 and April 1. The CDC rec- 
ommends that pet hamsters purchased 
between this time be destroyed. 


There have been no other reported or 


confirmed cases of the disease in Illinois 
outside of the cases in DuPage County 
and downstatc according to the state 
health department.

The president of a Schaumburg-bascd 


auto-buying service charged Monday that 
auto dealers pressured Illinois Sec. of 
State Michael Hewlett into declaring his 
company was operating illegally. 


Norman Goss, president of the Con- 


sumers Auto Buying Service (CABS) Inc. 
of 1821 North Office Square, Schaum- 
burg, made his charges in reaction to a 
statement by Howlett lost week charging 
the company was operating illegally. 
Goss also stated that he has filed suit In 
Cook County Circuit Court against How- 
lett seeking a judgment that the com- 
pany is not in violation of state law. 


A spokesman for Howlett denied the 


charges that Howlett had been pressured 
into bringing a complaint against CABS. 


"We had received a number of com- 


plaints and inquiries from consumers 
and auto dealers on the operation of this 
company," the spokesman said. 


HOWLETT'S spokesman said the com- 


plaints and the results of on investigation 
have been turned over to Illinois Atty. 
Gen. William Scott's Consumer Fraud 
and Protection Division to determine if a 
separate law suit should be filed. 


The company sells training programs 


In the auto brokerage field. Under the 
brokerage system, salesmen have a fran- 
chise and solicit persons to purchase new 
cars through them. CABS literature in- 
dicates that a person can save money on 
a new car purchase because tho broker 
docs not have the overhead a regular 
auto dealer has. 


Delivery of the new cars and service 


after the sale is arranged by the broker 
through regular dealers. 


IN A PREPARED statement, Goss 


said that "Howlett is mistaken in his 
view that consumer buying services arc 
illegal or that statutes require that they 
be licensed. Cars purchased through le- 
gitimate consumer buying services are 
sold by licensed dealers and the buyers 
are protected by the licensing system . 
when purchasing a car through a con- 
sumer buying service." 


Howlott's spokesman said one of the 


chief concerns prompting the state action 
was that all auto dealers in the state un- 
dergo a thorough investigation before a 
operating license is issued. He said com- 
panies such as CABS have not applied 
for such license and therefore no in- 
vestigation could be made so that con- 
sumers could be protected.

Make opponent play your suit 


A Florida reader asks, "How should I 


have played tho diamonds?" I did lead 
toward dummy's queen, only to havo 
East take tho trick with the king and 
lead the suit back to give his partner a 
trick with the jack. My partner points 
out that If I had simply stripped the 
hand of other suits I could havo let West 
hold the first trick with tho seven and 
made my contract." 


The answer to our reader's question is 


that while the play suggested by his part- 
ner would have worked this time It was 
both unnatural and unnecessary. Tho 
way for South to play the diamonds was 
to make an opponent lead them for him. 


After ruffing tho second heart, South 


had an automatic way to make his con- 
tract. He should draw trumps. One load 
would bo enough. Then play ace, king 
and another club. 


It wouudn't matter which opponent led 


die diamond or where the king and jack 
wore located. South would simply play 
low from whichever hand had to play 
first and bo suro of two tricks in the 
suit. 


Suppose tho defender refused to lead n 


diamond? He would havo to lead a club 
or heart. South would simply ruff in hand 
and discard a diamond from tho other to 
wind up losing just one diamond trick.

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Do underassessments hurt schools? 


Four Northwest suburban school dis- 


tricts and other taxing bodies could lost 
$3 million In tax revenue this year be- 
cause 
four major developments 
In 


S c h a u m b u r g Township are under- 
assessed, according to the Illinois Educa- 
tion Assn. 


Meadow Trace Apartments, Union Oil 


Co. headquarters, Motorola headquarters 
and Woodficld Shopping Center are un- 
derassessed by $25 million, the IEA 
said. The three commercial developments 
are the largest taxpayers in Schaum- 
burg Township. 


Quadrennial reassessment of the town- 


ship this year decreased tax losses to 
High School Dlst. 211, Schaumburg 
TOwnshlp dlst. 54, High School dist. 214 
and Harper College because of the al- 
leged underassessments by about $1.7 
million, the IEA report indicates. 


LAST YEAR, IEA, in a similar report 


prepared by the Citizens Action Pro- 
gram, charged that the school districts 
would lose about $4.7 million in taxes be- 
cause the properties were underassessed 
by nearly $39 million. 


Despite lost year's report, the school 


districts did not attempt to force ri-as- 
scssmcnt of the property, IEA represen- 
tative David Tomchek said. "I expect 
we'll get nowhere again this year," he 
said. 


"We're still in the same place in terms 


of what we'd like to see done. The appro- 
priate bodies are losing money and 
should go to court to get this situation 
Improved," said Tomchek. 


The four school districts will receive 


copies of the report through local teacher 
associations, he said. 


IEA RESEARCHERS completed this 


year's report by updating CAP totals 
from the November 1972 report. CAP did 
not reexamine the properties this year. 


Total assessment of the four properties 


this year Is $46,6 million, according to the 
IEA report. Last year, CAP said the as- 
sessment of the land should be $71.4 mil- 
lion. 


"It's interesting that, despite the reas- 


sessment, the figures this year do not 
equal what they should have been last 
year," Tomchek said. 


"If it Is assumed that the 1973 fair 


valuation was at least as much as the 
CAP fair assessment for 1972, school dis- 
tricts and other local government ser- 
vices are still losing nearly $3 million in 
taxes each year due to under assess- 
ment," the report states. 


A BREAKDOWN of the report shows 


that: 


• Woodficld Shopping Center at 111. 


Rlc. 53 and Golf Road in Schaumburg, 
had an increase In land assessment from 
$1.7 million to $5 million in 1973, but is 
still below last year's $16.6 million CAP 
estimate. Buildings and improvements 
increased from $17.3 to $21.9 million, be- 
low CAP'S estimated $28.8 million. 


• Meadow, Trace apartments, owned 


by William J. Kassuba Corp., had its 
land assessment doubled from $319,230 to 
$708,150 but Is below a 1972 CAP esti- 
mate 
of 
$786,528. 
Improvements 


increased $140,000 this year, from $2.85 to 
$299 million, despite CAP's contention 
that the proper assessment is $4,4 mil- 
lion. 


• Union Oil headquarters, 200 E, Golf 


Rd., Palatine, increased In land assess- 
ment from $419,271 to $2.2 million this 
year; CAP's estimate of the proper land 
assessment was $3,5 .million.

Chicago is spending $330 million on

what Is considered the biggest school re- 
habilitation program ever developed. The 
accent will be on modernization and re- 
habilitation rather than leveling and re- 


building. The program is being supported 
by a $250 million bond issue. 


A TOTAL OF 385 schools will be re- 


modeled and refurbished. Dr. Frank 
Mattox, who is directing the school re- 
habilitation project, says it will save the 
city's taxpayers $1 billion as compared 
with the cost of relocating schools and 
putting up new buildings. 


Chicago Is following an example set In 


the mid-1960s by New York, which dis- 
covered that obtaining new sites and put- 
ting up brand new buildings for schools 
in the populous boroughs was becoming 
increasingly Impractical. 


Computerized cooking for servicemen? 


A special "omnl-ovcn" developed for 


tho U.S. Army Natlck Laboratories Is 
aiding researchers In a long-term, com- 
puter-controlled cooking project to bring 
better meals to the nation's soldiers, sail- 
ors, marines, and airmen. 


A cousin to large steam sterilizers used 


In hospitals, the stainless steel chamber 
is really a pressure cooker to which have 
been added an infrared energy source 
and special generators to produce micro- 
wave energy at two different 
fre- 


quencies. 


Conceived by Dr. Robert V. Dccareau, 


supervisory food technologist at the re- 
search center and a leading authority In 
the field of microwave cooking, the com- 
plex cooker was engineered and built by 
Raythcon Co.'s Microwave and Power 
Tube Division In Waltham, Mass. 


"MOST SERVICEMEN and women 


who were ever stationed at a largo base 
or aboard a capital ship arc familiar 
with tho dried-out, overcooked roast," 
Decarcau explained. "Our theoretical 
studies suggest that we can optimize mil- 
itary cooking and arrive at a com- 
bination of cooking methods that can be 
standardized and keyed to the packaging 
of roasts so that our military cooks can 
consistently servo roasts that arc more 
appetizing and more nourishing." 


Beef is the government's largest com- 


missary procurement Item In terms of 
both price and quantity. Roost beef Is 
served on average of 40 times a year at 
military bases and the ordering formula 
provides for 40 pounds of beef for every 
100 persons. 


By Decarcau's observations, every 100 


pounds of beef presently yields only 60 
pounds of table meat. By contrast, home 
cooking methods should produce about 80 
pounds of table meat from 100 pounds of 
raw beef, he sold. "If we con automate 
the roasting process we may be able to 
save as much 0.1 s per cent on purchases 
of beef for roasting." 


Using the Natlck Laboratories' com- 


puters. Dccareau and his fellow re- 
searchers have computed theoretical 
combinations of cooking methods, In- 
tensities, and times to achieve optimum

results. 
The "omul-oven" has its own 


logic system that determines which cook- 
Ing techniques will be employed, in what 
combination, in what order, and for how 
long. 


THE THREE SELECTED cooking 


methods produce different cooking ef- 
fects. The fast-cooking microwaves pene- 
trate the food and cook at a high rate of 
speed, the infrared energy provides a 
source of radiated heat for browning, 
and the pressurized steam enables cook- 
ing in a hot environment. 


The program may take as long as two 


years, Dr. Dccareau explained, but from 
it could come the parameters for the de- 
sign of automated ovens that could some- 
day be Installed at major military In- 
stallations and at hospitals and other cl- 


theon Co. He uses the "omni-oven" 
to be tested in a controlled project.

prise a big slice of the total construction 
industry anyway — about $30 billion a 
year — and Kiver and Mattox say the 
show in Chicago this year could provide 
the impetus to increase that outlay sig- 
nificantly.

House ERA advocates will try again

After counting voles, two advocates of 


(he Equal Rights Amendment (ERA) to 
(he U.S. Constitution have determined to 
attempt once more to pass a resolution 
of ratification of the proposed amend- 
ment in the current session of the Illinois 
General Assembly. 


The ERA. which would constitutionally 


guarantee equal rights to women, has 
failed three times in previous votes in 
the stale House of Representatives. 


S t a t e Representatives Eugenia S. 


Chapman, D-Arllngton Heights, and Gid- 
dy D)er, R'HJnsdatc, however, arc now 
cautiously optimistic that they may have 
garnered enough support to gain ratifica- 
tion of the amendment In both the House 
and the state Senate. 


In the last attempt at passage In the 


House, the ERA received 05 votes of the 
107 needed for the two-thirds majority 
specified for constitutional amendments 
In the 1970 state constitution. 


IN THE LAST year, however, five 


members of the House have resigned or 
died. According to Mrs. Chapman, they 
represented four votes against ratifica- 


tion of the ERA, and ono in favor. Their 
successors represent four votes for ERA 
and one "probable," she said. 


In addition, Mrs. Chapman and Mrs. 


Dyer believe that a handful of represen- 
tatives who previously voted against 
ERA have been converted by voter senti- 
ment and approximately a dozen others 
arc "on tho fence." 


Because a panel of Federal Court judg- 


es recently refused to consider a petition 
by ERA advocates that the two-thirds 
majority vote required by the state con- 
stitution is illegal, Mrs. Chapman and 
Mrs. Dyer have determined to try once 
more for passage of the resolution with- 
out awaiting tho outcome of an appeal on 
tlmt ruling to (lie Supreme Court. With- 
out the two-thirds majority rule, the 
ERA would have been approved already 
in both houses of the legislature. In the 
House, only BO votes would be required 
for a constitutional majority. In the Sen- 
ate, 30 votes — which the ERA received 
in its last hearing there — would be suf- 
ficient. 


Mrs. Chapman has expressed some op- 


timism that the resolution might now 


gain the required 107 votes in the House, 
and 36 votes in the Senate. 


The ERA has been ratified by 33 


states, with 38 needed for enactment.

Cigaret tax burns us 


There was bod news for almost 


everyone last week In the news 
that the village of Mount Prospect 
Is considering n five cents tax on 
the cost of n pack of clgnrcts. 


• For local smokers, It means 


that another nickel would be added 
to the already oppressive cost of a 


pack of smokes. For a carton of 
clgarets, ."0 cents — almost the 
cost of an eleventh puck of clgarets 
— would be added. 


• For local merchants, it means 


that many local smokers, rather 
than paying the added tax, would 
drive to Arlington Heights, DCS 


Plaines or Elk Grove Village to 
buy cigarcts. They would take 
their business with them. 


• For public officials, there would 


be a backlash of public resentment 
from smokers and non-smokers 
who regard this as an unnecessary 
and unjustified tax. 


The trustee who proposed this 


idea — E. F. Richardson, who 
kicked a pack-a-day habit three 
years ago — says that the sale of 
approximately -105,000 packs of 
cigarcts a year would give Mount 
Prospect about $23,000 in revenue, 
which would go to capital improve- 
ments, especially expansion of 
existing village administrative of- 
fices. 


But if there's a need for more 


offices, why not increase the prop- 
erty tax? If the added office space 
is REALLY an urgent need (which 
we doubt), shouldn't all of Mount 
Prospect's '13,000 residents pay 
taxes to meet this village-wide 
need? 


The home rule powers which per- 


mit this kind of taxation were not 
designed to create haphazard taxes 
at every turn; rather, home rule is 
designed to cstabljsh the machin- 
ery for local taxation where such 
taxation is a justifiable necessity

'Nixon defense endangers Ford*

WASHINGTON - Vice President Ger- 


ald Ford's recent outspoken defense of 
President Nixon is raising serious ques- 
tions about both his political judgment 
and his competence as a lawyer. 


In the minds of a few Republicans as 


well as a good many Democrats, the de- 
fense also raises a question of whether 
something on Nixon's famous tapes 
might embarrass Ford for his role in 
stopping on investigation of Watergate in 
October, 1972. 


It is now apparent from the presiden- 


tial transcipts that stopping chairman 
Wright Patman, D-Tcx., in his pre-elec- 
tion efforts in 1972 to question Maurice 
Stans was a top priority project with the 
President. It was also an essential part 
of the Watergate cover-up in that pre- 
election period. 


Ford, who was then House Republican 


leader, has admitted calling at least two 
meetings for the purpose of rallying Re- 
publicans against the Patman efforts to 
obtain authority to subpoena Stans and 
other witnesses. 


There is no indication that Ford knew 


of any While House involvement in the 
Watergate burglary and bugging. But, 
there is ample evidence to demonstrate 
that as "a good soldier" Republican 
leader, he did things to stop Patman. 


Ford was questioned about his role by 


Senator Robert Dyrd, D-W.Va., In his 
confirmation hearings, The vice presi- 
dent admitted to having meetings with 
Representative Gary Brown, R-Mlch., 
who has 
1 been named by former White 


House counsel John W. Dean III as the 
man the White House was depending 
upon to block Patman's effort to question 
Stans. 


Ford denied any contact with Dean, H. 


R. (Bob) Haldeman or John D. Ehrllch- 
man on the White House efforts. Ford 
contended the arguments he had used 
with Brown and other Republican com- 
mittee members had concerned Pat- 
man's "procedures and the dangers that 
procedures might lead to a precedent." 


"Mr. Patman, the chairman of the 


Committee on Banking and Currency in 
the House, was going about the matter in 
the wrong way," Ford explained. "And, 
as I recall, statements were made he 
was going on a fishing expedition." 


He explained that "in all honesty" he 


believed that all of the Republicans on 
the committee voted against Patman be- 
cause of their concern over procedures 
and that they were joined by five Demo- 
crats. 


Ford expressly denied that he had 


made any contention that Patman's in- 
vestigation would "be harmful to the 
President, harmful to his reelection 
chances, or harmful to the party." 


While Representative Brown has ad- 


mitted he was the focal point of Republi- 
can opposition to Patman's probe, he 
also has angrily denied he was a know- 
ing part of a White House cover-up. 


Brown admitted taking the initiative hi 


writing the Justice Department to ask 
t h e n - A t t o r n e y 
General 
Richard 


Klcindicnst If Patman's hearing might 
Interfere with the prosecution of the orig- 
inal seven Watergate defendants. Brown 
said ho took these actions on his own in- 
itiative and not because of a prompting 
from Dean or White House liaison men 
William Timmons and Richard Cook. 


White House transcripts show that on 


Sept. 15,1972, President Nixon, Dean and 
former White House Chief of Staff Halde- 
man were gravely concerned about the 
Patman probe. They saw serious politi- 
cal problems in having "Stans up there 
in front of the cameras with Patman 
asking all these questions." 


On Sept. 12, Patman's investigator! 


had distributed a report raising serious 


questions about $114,000 in Nixon reelec- 
tion committee funds that had been 
traced to the bank account of Watergate 
burglar Bernard Barker. 


Patman's investigators had traced a 


mysterious $89,000 in Texas oil money 
through the bank account of a Mexico 
City lawyer to Barker's Miami bank. 


The investigators also had traced a 


$25,000 cash contribution from Min- 
n e a p o l i s financier Dwayne Andreas 
through Stans and into Barker's account 
in the period prior to the Watergate bur- 
glary. 


The 80-page staff report set out the 


facts, raising the possibility of violations 
of laws that prohibited foreigners and 
foreign corporations from contributing to 
an American election campaign. 


The report also questioned ex- 


planations and denials by Stans that 
were contradicted by other witnesses 
who were interviewed. 


Patman wanted to call a wide variety 


of witnesses and to subpoena records of 
the Finance Committee to Reeled the 
President and 10 other banks and busi- 
ness organizations.

Seeks 'tree* U.S. attorney

WASHINGTON — Governments have 


searched for effective ways to deal with 
wrongdoing in government so long as 
there has been government. 


Watergate is proof of failure. 
But looking ahead to post-Watergate, 


the Senate Watergate committee staff 
has prepared a "new" recommendation 
— as ancient as corruption. 


The idea is for the accused to have 


nothing to do with an investigation of 
wrongdoing. 


The new look would be establishment 


of a permanent office of public attorney, 


similar in some respects to the special 
Watergate prosecutor. 


But the chief public attorney would be 


appointed by the courts, rather than the 
administration, and he would be subject 
to confirmation by the Senate. 


The theory is that such an investigator 


would generate public confidence be- 
cause, although part of government, he 
would be at arm's length from the ac- 
cused. 


An interesting similiar proposal was 


made some years ago by Vice President 
Gerald R. Ford when he was in Con- 
gress. 


Ford suggested that Congress convert 


two standing committees of the House 
and Senate into permanent watchdog 
groups to check on skullduggery in gov- 
ernment. The committees Ford had hi 
mind are the Senate and House Govern- 
ment Operations Committees, which al- 


ready have broad grants of power to in- 
vestigate wrongdoing in government. 


Ford made a novel suggestion: Re- 


publicans would have the majority on the 
committee when a Democratic adminis- 
tration was being investigated; it would 
be the other way around when a Republi- 
can occupied the White House. 


Ford said at the time it would be a 


simple way to make the federal govern- 
ment function better otherwise, he said, 
find the suspect and the district attorney 
"It smacks of legalized collusion when 
We find the suspect and the district 
attorney are blood relatives." 


The blood Ford referred to is political 


kinship. 


Some of the major congressional in- 


vestigations of modern times have been 
carried out by the Government Oper- 
ations Committees, but never under op- 
position party control. Occasionally, Con- 
gress has tried bipartisanship for special 
investigations, such as the Pearl Harbor 
inquiry or the censure investigation of 
Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy of Wisconsin. 


There was one major attempt during 


the Truman years to proceed along the 
lines Ford suggested. 


The Truman administration was being 


rocked by scandals. A nominal Republi- 
can, Newbold Morris, was named to in- 
vestigate wrongdoing in the Democratic 
administration. He lasted about a week. 
Morris was fired by the Democratic at- 
torney general when he tried to find out 
who in government was getting rich on 
the job. 


For years, Sen. Clifford Case, R-N.J., 


has pressed a limited proposal similar to 
Ford's. He would set up a special con- 
gressional committee of 16 members to 
watch over big defense and space con- 
tracts that are privately negotiated. 


The membership would be equally di- 


vided between Republicans and Demo- 
crats, but the chairman would always be 
a member of the political party not in 
control of the White House. 


Neither Ford's nor Case's suggestion 


got anywhere in Congress. It remains to 
be seen whether the past performance of 
inaction awaits the proposal for a public 
attorney. (UPI) 


White House transcripts show Presi- 


dent Nixon and John Dean discussed 
ways of getting Ford to take more of an 
active interest in Stans' problem. The 
President suggested that Stans should 
talk to Ford and Congressman Brown 
and explain his problem and that Ford 
should talk to Representative William 
Widnall, R-N.J., the ranking Republican 
member. 


Dean commented that it "would be 


very helpful to get all of these people at 
least pulling together" and noted that 
"Jerry (Ford) could get a little action on 
this." 


President Nixon declared: "The point 


is that they ought to raise hell about 
these hearings." Later he commented 
"This is a big play." 


Regardless of whether Jerry Ford 


knew he was hi the Watergate cover-up 
ball game, he was hi fact used in "the 
big play" when there was plenty of infor- 
mation on the public record to give him 
notice of a possible cover-up. 


Likewise, in recent weeks Ford seems 


again to be playing the "good soldier" to 
the extent of drawing conclusions that 
the presidential transcripts prove that 
President Nixon has not committed any 
crimes or other impeachable offenses. 


Republicans and Democrats are com- 


menting privately that Ford's confusing 
and contradictory comments are not 
helpful to NLxon. They contend the com- 
ments may be destroying Ford's credi- 
bility in the face of a record that has 
resulted in even some of Nixon's strong- 
est newspaper supporters calling for 
his resignation. 


Senator Walter F. Mondale, D-Minn., 


has urged that Ford "stop entangling 
himself in Richard Nixon's troubles and 
preserve his ability to play a leader- 
ship role." 


The Minnesota Democrat's comments 


were not unlike private comments of 
many Republicans when he declared that 
Ford is "destroying his credibility, ruin- 
ing his chance to unite the country and 
severely impairing his chance to help our 
country find its way out of the mess it is 
in." 


One Republican commented last week, 


"At this state only Richard NLxon can 
help Richard Nixon. The best thing Jerry 
Ford can do is keep his mouth shut."

A news Item says a cancer researcher

A pretty, dark-haired girl from Wheel- 


ing High School looks defiant as she 
says, "Some people loam more when 
they cheat than when they study. If 
somebody whispers an answer to me 
when I come into a class, I always re- 
member it. I wouldn't remember it if I 
spent hours studying." 


A high school science teacher says that 


students today don't invent elaborate 
cribbing dlvlccs to smuggle into tests. "I 
remember the time I put a crib sheet 
Into one of those clear plastic pens. I 
wrote just as small as I could and it was 
fool-proof because nobody would over 
look at your pen," he sold. "Kids don't 
do things like' that now. They're more 
open about it." 


Academic cheating, whether at the 


highest levels of research or In a class- 
room of students is probably as old as 
acndcmla. And teachers and students in 
the Northwest suburbs agree that the 
practice is still around, even though they 
might disagree on how widespread It Is. 


"What good would It do to cheat," an 


honor student asks, after hearing a group 
of students who arc assuring a reporter 
that "everybody docs It." "In my 
classes." the honor student continues, 
"nobody would trust anyone else's an- 
swer — they might be wrong." 


"That's 'cause Jocks don't cheat," an- 


other boy replies. "I cheat 'cause I'm too 
lazy to study for a test." 


A TEACHER'S perception of the cheat- 


ing problem depends on the subject area, 
Individual experience during any given 
year, and, to some extent at least, on his 
or her own personal morality. 


"I've been hero for 7Hr years." says 


Bcv Kuzman, an English teacher at 
Wheeling High School. "I think cheating 
has increased. I don't think they worry 
nearly as much about getting caught 
anymore as they used to." 


Recently, Mrs. Kuzman says, she 


caught two girls who had stolen a copy of 
an essay test from her desk. The class 
had a choice of taking the essay test or 
an objective test, and she became sus- 


only taking the easiest things and the 
system rewards that," he says1. 


Cheating, Knutsen and other teachers 


agree, probably isn't a widespread, dally 
occurance in most'classrooms. "If I had 
a consistent problem with cheating, I'd 
reevaluate my tests," one teacher says, 
summing up the feelings of many. 


But cheating is one of those things that 


is just there, both in schools and outside 
them. Another teacher says, "You have 
to admit that we're kidding ourselves if 
we think we can get rid of cheating by 
teaching high morals in the classroom 
when a kid goes home and his father 
tells him what he does in business."

They want to have the Illusion that they 
can do well."

each do half of it," Sue Gates, a Spanish 
teacher at Wheeling, says.

NEW YORK — Viewers who look back 


to the 1950s as the "Golden Age" of tele- 
vision drama may be pleased to learn 
that more high-quality dramatic specials 
are now on the commercial networks • 
than ever before. 


During the 1950s such shows as "Play- 


house 90," "The Philco Theater,", and 
"U.S. Steel Hour" were Just some of the 
shows available. 


But as television audiences multiplied, 


these shows declined in interest and were 
replaced by quiz shows and situation co- 
medies, which catered to a wider range 
of viewers and attained higher ratings. 


IN RECENT YEARS, however, there 


has been a resurgence of drama on CBS, 
ABC and NBC, so much so that the three 
networks shared a coveted George 
Penbody award for their dramatic plays. 


Among the shows available last sea- 


son were: NBC's "Execution of Private 
Slovlk," CBS's "The Autobiography of 
Miss Jane Pittman" and ABC's "Mer- 
chant of Venice." 


Next season's offerings will include: 


NBC's "After the Fall," by Arthur Mill- 
er; CBS's four-part mini series on the 
life of Ben Franklin, and ABC dramatic 
'specials on the life of author Ernest He- 
mingway. 


"There was more good drama on all

three networks last year than during the 
Golden Age of the 1950s," said Oscar 
Katz, CBS vice president for programm- 
ing in New York. 


"People who look at the 1950s remem- 


ber only the best shows, maybe three or 
four a year," he said in an interview. 
"But they forget there were a lot of mys- 
teries and whodunits and circus shows. 
Last year alone there were at least seven 
or eight good shows on the air." 


KATZ' SENTIMENTS were echoed by 


Edwin Vane, ABC vice president and 
program director, and William Storkc, 
NBC vice president, special programs, 
during Interviews on the highly com- 
petitive and changing world of dramatic 
specials. 


All three executives are in charge of 


special programs — parades, salutes, 
awards, music, etc. — but they stressed 
they emphasize dramatic shows first, 
and the others second. 


Dramatic specials, they said, are a 


matter of network pride and balance for 
regular programming. 


"For many years," Katz said, "NBC 


dominated this field. When Pat Weaver 
was president of NBC during the 1950s he 
introduced the television special, which 
he called the spectacular. And ever since 
that time NBC has been the specials net- 
work." 


DESPITE NBC's dominance, CBS and 


ABC have pursued their rival vigorously. 


"CBS 
became very self-conscious," 


said NBC's Storke, "and will do terribly 
well in this year's Emmys, especially for 
the "The Autobiography of Miss Jane 
Pittman." 


"But NBC will give them a hell of a 


run next year," he said. 


ABC, which for a long time was consid- 


ered the third network, has increased the 
Quality and quantity of its drama during 
the last few years. But, according to 
Vane, his network has had to sort out 
many of Its programming problems first. 


"For many years we had to straighten 


out our prime time shows, and our morn- 
ing and afternoon programs," he said. 
"We had to be commercially successful 
first and prime time specials have had to 
take a back seat to the others. Now we 
are competitive and we're in the race."

What senior citizens can do to prevent 'gas' attacks

Energy crisis or no, there seems to be 


no gas shortage among us older folks! 
We go on having "gas" trouble for lack 
of a reliable way to prevent or get quick 
relief. Your views on the subject would 
bo welcome. 


I, myself, have suffered from what has 


been diagnosed as spastic colon. A blank, 
low-roughage diet and anti-spasmodic 
medications have been the mam control 
with less than satisfactory results. There 
Is a side effect that I have not been able 
to Impress my doctor sufficiently with. 
The gas attacks occur usually at night, 
the pressure increases and It has a 
marked effect on the heart. 


The pulse rate, normally around 64, be- 


comes highly erratic and speeds up to 90 
to 120 while at the same time a com- 
pletely debilitating weakness overtakes 
me. Urination, ordinarily once a night or 
none, becomes very urgent and a total of 
two quarts may be voided during the 
next few hours. The walk to the bath- 
room becomes a herculean task and 
leaves me weak and faint. 


What can we oldsters do to prevent gas 


attacks, and what can be done for rea- 
sonably prompt relief? 


This is a common complaint and It can 


cause a severe discomfort, as you know. 
I suspect your heart Irregularities are in- 
deed caused by the gas. You are describ- 
ing an impending faint. These can be in- 
duced by pain from any source. In this 
instance your pain is caused by dis- 
tention and spasm In your colon. 


Anyone who has excessive gas prob- 


lems should have a good medical exam- 
ination. The examination may pinpoint 
the basic underlying medical problem as 
It has in your case with your problem of 
spastic colon. 


The anti-spasmodics you are taking 


are important in severe cases. Not all 
doctors would agree with your diet, how- 
ever. In more recent years the tendency 
has been to give people with spastic co-

Ion problems a diet containing lots of 
roughage. The colon is a muscular tube. 
It has to have enough bulk to contract 
against to have normal, rhythmic con- 
tractions without cramps or spasms. 
Specifically, the diet should include ce- 
real fiber. You get this from real whole 
wheat bread and whole grain cereals. 
Use plenty of leafy vegetables and sal- 
ads. 


TO HELP control the gas problem one 


should eliminate coffee in all its forms, 
Including all the decaffeinated products. 


The flavor oils alone are irritating to the 
colon. Tea and colas should also be elim- 
inated. Eliminate alcohol, at least until 
the gas and colon problems are com- 
pletely under control. 


Many people who have gaseous prob- 


lems and difficulties, often labeled as 
spastic colon, really cannot tolerate the 
lactose milk sugar in milk and milk 
products. The test here would be to elim- 
inate all milk and milk products from 
your diet for some time. That includes 
cheese and buttermilk. 


Of course, you are probably already 


eliminating your seasoning, but it's im- 
portant to eliminate all the spicy season- 
ings including garlic, from the diet to 
avoid gas. Most people will learn that 
there are certain foods that are particu- 
larly gas-formers for them. This often In- 
cludes onions, cabbage and beans. 
•SUCH AN individual should avoid all 
sweet, starch foods that are made with 
white flour. That Includes elimination of 
pie, cake, sweet rolls, puddings and sim- 
ilar products. 


If a spastic colon is the problem, then 


a good bowel program, which should 
mean having a fairly substantial break- 
fast with lots of fluids and a regular bow- 
el habit each morning, should be in- 
itiated. Laxatives obviously should be 
avoided. Often on such a program the 
spastic colon problem will disappear and 
this, in turn, will alleviate the gas prob- 
lem.

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Land crunch 


Area parks finding it hard to meet recommended land-people ratios

The increasing demand for land In the 


Northwest suburbs Is leaving many ma- 
jor park districts with little hope of 
adding significant now acreage for open 
space and recreation. 


The result Is that most communities 


here are falling substantially behind rec- 
ommended standards for parks and open 
space, a Herald survey shows. 


"We're land-locked for park purposes. 


There is not too much left that can be 
developed," said Robert Kunkcl. DCS 
Plalnes park and recreation director. 


In Mount Prospect, "We're kind of 


boxed In now. There's no more open 
land. We're going to have to utilize the 
land wo have." said Park District Direc- 
tor Thomas W. Cooper. 


For one local park district the future Is 


brighter. The Palatine Park District — 
already highest in the region with a ratio 
of 13.33 acres per 1,000 residents — 
stands to gain large areas of open space 
through the Upper Salt Creek Watershed 
Work Plan, a flood-control program. 


The 11 other major area park districts, 


however, arc feeling a land crunch, some 
more than others depending on how fast 
the community Is allowing urbanization 
to eliminate vacant land that could be 
used for parks. 


THE KAPID development of the Cook 


County suburbs is a real threat to adding 
park lands. The Northeastern Illinois 
Planning Commission Is currently up- 
dating Its Open Space Plan and Is ex- 
pected to downgrade the recommended 
standard for local park districts and to 
suggest alternatives to adding parks 
such as preserving private open space 
and private recreation facilities. 


Evaluating any park district involves 


more than the amount of land It owns. A 
resident active In park programs who 
has a small park near his home may be- 
lieve his district Is a groat success while 
another resident who lives far from a 
large park might rank It low. 


But it Is still Important to see where 


the 12 major park districts In the north- 
west suburbs stand on land for recrea- 
tion and to find out how much hope there 
Is that additional parks will be acquired. 


A HERALD survey of the 12 major 


Northwest suburban park districts shows 
a wide variance In park acres to popu- 
lation ratios. All except Palatine arc be- 
low recommended standards and three 
local districts fall below the Cook County 
average of 4.6 acres per 1,000 persons. 


The nationally-recognized standard Is 


10 acres per 1,000 population. NIPC's 
standard currently Is nine acres per 
1,000. 


After Palatine, the next highest acre- 


age to population ratio is In Wheeling, 
where the park district has 8.63 acres 
per 1,000 residents. Other local districts 
range from the Arlington Heights Park 
District's low of 4.37 acres per 1,000 resi- 
dents to 7.81 acres per 1,000 residents for 
the River Trails Park District in Mount 
Prospect. 


In a NIPC survey conducted last 


spring, officials of four local park dis- 
tricts (Elk Grove, Mount Prospect, Pala- 
tine and Wheeling) sold they thought 10 
acres per 1,000 residents was a feasible 
ratio their districts could achieve even- 
tually. 


THE ARLINGTON Heights Park Dis- 


trict said six acres per 1,000 residents 
was feasible and the DCS Plalnes Pork 
District said only four acres per 1,000 
would bo feasible in the long run. 


The survey showed that a countywide 


overage thought feasible by park dis- 
tricts was 8.5 acres per 1,000. 


The Herald survey shows that Palatine 


owns the largest amount of park land of 
any local district and also has use of the 
largest amount of land, when leased 
property and school-land used for parks 
arc Included In its totals. 


Mount Prospect and Arlington Heights 


park districts came in second and third 
in total acreage. Arlington Heights' large 
acreage was offset by Its high popu- 
lation, to give the district the lowest 
acreage ratio. 


The Prospect Heights Park District 


owns the least with only 13 acres but be- 
cause the district leased 61 acres it came 
out with a relatively high ratio of acre- 
age to population. 


Wheeling and Prospect Heights are the 


only two local districts which lease more 
land than they own. The 108 acres of high 
school and elementary school land used 
by the Wheeling district arc largely re- 
sponsible for the district's 8.63 acres per 
1,000 ratio. 


THE FIGURES provided by local dis- 


trict officials also show that the three 
largest districts in total area have the 
lowest percentages of park land to dis- 
trict size. 


Officials of nine local districts said 


they planned to acquire more park land. 
Three districts — Mount Prospect, Des 
Plalnes and River Trails — were not op- 
timistic about acquiring additional parks. 


Seven of the districts said they hoped 


to get some of the additional land by de- 
veloper donation. Five said they would 
expect to purchase now sites cither by 
negotiations or condemnation. 


Recent purchases of small parks by six 


PARK DISTRICTS in the Northwest suburbs are 
feeling the lend crunch. Of the 12 major park sys- 


tems here, only the Palatine Park District exceeds 
national standards for park land to population ra- 


tios. Three are below the average for Cook Coun- 
ty. Some districts hope to obtain more, but... 


of the districts averaged a cost of $21,984 
per acre. 


Money for additional parks would have 


to come from tax funds, federal funds or 
referendum-approved bonds, In most 
cases, although the Des Plaincs Park 
District has been promised $10,000 in fed- 
eral revenue sharing money by the City 
of DCS Plalnes. 


Over all, the prospects for acquiring 


new park land arc not as rosy as it was 
several years ago. 


CHANGES IN the NIPC plan under 


way, such as focusing on private recrea- 
tional facilities and intensifying the use 
of existing parks, may be one part of an 
answer for local districts. 


The gasoline shortage Is focusing more 


attention on local parks Just at tho time 
when population figures are beginning to 
outdistance the available land. 


The land acquisition problem Is hcigh- 


tened by the failure of the state to fund 
open space acquisition as intensively as 
advocates had hoped. 


The special NIPC committee which is 


revising the 1971 Chicago regional open 
space plan will include a revaluation of 
open space priority ratings given to vari- 
ous undeveloped properties in the metro- 
politan area. 


NIPC staff member William Boyd told 


a Cook County Council of Governments 
meeting recently that some previously 
low-rated property may look more desir- 
able now that lands more suited for open 
space are already developed. 


Boyd said that at the rate land in the 


Cook County suburbs is being urbanized, 
even if enough money were available to 
bring park districts up to the ID-acre 
standard, there is no way the land could 
all be purchased before it Is developed. 


BOYD SAID there Is no way the re- 


gional open space in Cook County can go 
from the 79,895 acres of large parks in 
late 1973 to the 187,000 acres advocated 
by the open space plan for 1995. In the 
last five years, only 645 acres of park 
land were acquired in sites larger than 
80 acres throughout the county, Boyd 
said. 


"There is no way with those figures 


that we could get near the forecast de- 


mand (of 187,000 acres), so we're reeva- 
luating the figures and looking for other 
opportunities to meet open space needs," 
Boyd said. 


The updating of the open space plan 


will focus on those opportunities, Boyd 
said Including such ideas as using land 
owned by utility companies or the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District for temporary 
parks when the land is not needed for 
immediate development. 


New zoning and planning techniques 


such as scenic easements, transferable 
development rights and forced land do- 
nations by developers will also be consid- 
ered in the revised plan, he said.

There may still be a few outdoorsmcn 


(or women) around who can create a cu- 
linary masterpiece in two tin cans and a 
truck hub-cap, but if it weren't for the 
fact that you're supposed to be "rough- 
ing It," nary man, woman or, especially, 
child, would settle for the glop that he is 
usually served on a camping trip. 


For sure, you can stick with hotdogs 


and canned meats and survive. And for 
short, one or two day trips, you should. 
But if you like to get away for several 
days, a week or two at a time, it's hard 
to swallow a Spam sandwich twice a day 
for 14 days. 


Besides the lack of variety, both fresh 


and canned meats require a little may- 
onnaise or other relish that ought to be 
kept refrigerated. And on a camping 
trip, you.can only refrigerate so much 
and then you're out of space, or worse, 
out of ice. 


Now this is not by way of alienating 


my own camp cook, who makes some 
superb one-pot meals. But for the most 
part, such meals must be enjoyed In the 
first two or three days of the trip, before 
the hamburger or beef chunks blossom 
or the potatoes and onions sprout. 


There arc two ways to avoid making 


everyone avoid mealtime. One is tradi- 
tional and probably dates back to the 
early settlers or western frontiersmen 
(whose "cowboy coffee," by the way, is 
severaly overrated!). The other method 
is so modern that the tendency is to call 
it "space age" camp cooking. 


The traditional method of serving good 


meals from a camp stove or campfire is 
with a Dutch oven. In expert hands, a 
Dutch oven can turn out almost any dish, 
from delicious stews to fluffy breads and 
pies. And it works as well on a green 
wood fire as it does on a gas stove or 
kitchen range. 


Entire books have been written on the 


subject of Dutch oven cookery and it

iltmn from the bridge and plead- 
ed for nne of us to take the pole. 


Tho reward was a nice-sized 


Coho. 


The call "fish on" rang out at 


least IB times that day, a tribute 
to our captain's flsh-flndlng abili- 
ties. Between the five of us, 
though, wo were only able to 
land seven of the fish. 


We cither reeled too slow, In 


which case the fish swam right 
out from tlio lure, or we gave 
them slack line and they pulled 
off because of their character- 
istic soft mouths. 


The fish arc now running about 


34 to 4 4 pounds. In a few 
months, tho 
fish 
will have 


doubled that size twice. 


While trolling the lake, I 


couldn't help hut wonder why so 
many of in drive ISO to 300 miles 
north lo fish \vhcn the most bcau- 
llful lake many of us has ever 
seen l» only about an hour's 
drive cnM. 


I'm hooked on salmon. While 


admitting I still plan trips to Wis- 
consin and Upper Michigan, I'll 
never say Illinois is a flshloss 
state as long as the salmon and 
trout continue to swim that great 
lake on our doorstep. 


There are good associations in 


the area and It's easy as a phone 
call to make reservations. The 
one I contacted was Chicago 
Sportfishing Association at 263- 
2442. 


All the boats are equipped 


with licensed, experienced cap- 
t n 1 n s, s h I p-to-shorc radio- 
telephones, radio directbn find- 
ers, 
electronic 
fish 
locators, 


d e p t h sounders, downriggcrs, 
outriggers or trolling boards, 
electronic temperature sensors 
and all the necessary fishing 
tackle. 


All you have lo bring Is lunch, 


beverage, extra clothing and a 
pair of tennis rost-solcd shoes. 


A half-day charter costs $25 


per person, while a full day runs 
$10. There Is a maximum of six 


persons. With fewer than that, 
the association may join your 
party with 
another to com- 


plement a full boat. 


After the initial phone call, you 


will receive a reservation form 
which you fill out and return. 
The reservation will then be con- 
firmed and the captain will call 
shortly before the trip to give fi- 
nal instructions. 


Fishing over the next few 


weeks promises to be excellent. 
A bit later in the year, the fish 
will be running larger, but per- 
haps not as frequently. 


Tho fish are now just beginning 


to school, but shortly they'll be 
boiling the water as the massive 
schools feast on alcwivcs. 


It's not too unusual to bring In 


n Coho with alcwivcs sticking out 
of Its mouth and the lure still at- 
tached to its lip. •

would be worth any camper's time to 
check one or two of them at the library. 
The major setback is that they are heavy 
and bulky to pack, but they're worth it. 


The second disadvantage is that they 


require nearly the same ingredients as 
you would use at home for a normal 
meal. Thus, unless you are near a super- 
market, you may spend the final days of 
your trip eating Dutch oven-made corn- 
meal cakes and otamcal. 


For those, however, who arc camping 


within range of a food and ice supply, a 
Dutch oven can change blah outdoor 
meals into a highlight of the day. 


The second solution to the problem of 


outdoor maintenance is use of the new 
froeze-dried and dehydrated foods. 


On at least a dozen different occasions, 


we have had the opportunity to try sev- 
eral brands of these foods. After sifting 
and selecting, we have finally settled on 
the Seidcl brands, made in Elk Grove 
Village. 


There are several reasons for our pref- 


erence, but the main ones are the larger 
variety of meals, snrcks and desserts of- 
fered, plus their ample portions. When 
the package says it will feed four, it real- 
ly will satisfy five hearty eaters. 


Prices, most certainly, have increased 


from last year, when we used the Seidcl 
Trail Packets, but even with whatever 
increases have been necessary, they 
must still be considered a bargain — if 
only for the convenience. A beef stroga- 
noff dinner for four that will feed two 
adults and three children, costs about $2. 


In all brands of these "trail foods," 


you will find a combination of freeze- 
dried and dehydrated foods. The only 
major drawback is the heavy emphasis 
on starches — noodles, spaghetti and rice 


are main ingredient of most of the din- 
ners. 


But you can select from beef hash, 


beef stew, stroganoff, chili-beef, spaghet- 
ti-beef, various combinations of vege- 
tables, rice and beef, potatoes and ham, 
and chicken and noodles. 


They also 
offer cereal, pancakes, 


scrambled eggs and omelets for break- 
fast, vegetables and meatless meals, 
pudding, cobblers and fruits. For snacks 
you can take along peanut butter and 
honey spread, cheese spread and a sort 
of grape or raspberry jelly. 


Best of all, nothing ... but nothing, 


needs refrigeration. 


As a test, on one boat-camping trip, we 


took along trail packets for every meal 
and every snack. We took no milk, no 
fresh fruits or vegetables or meat. We 
took ice only to keep the beer and wine 
cold. 


The kids drank fruit-flavored mixes, 


lemonade and shakes made from mixes. 
We used one pot for all meals, our camp 
stove and the five-gallon fresh water sup- 
ply on the boat. In the seven days, we 
refilled the water supply three tunes. 


To prepare any of the meals, you just 


dump the contents of a packet into wa- 
ter, bring it to a boil and let it simmer. 
On some dishes, the longer the simmer, 
the better the flavors blended. A few of 
the noodle dishes suffer from over-cook- 
ing, but most of the time it made little 
difference. 


The complete dinners arc uniformly tas- 


ty — much better than hotdogs or fried 
Spam. The vegetables come back to life 
beautifully and the snack spreads arc in- 
credibly close to their origin in flavor If 
not In texture. The egg meals, made 
from ordinary dried eggs are much bet- 


ter than any former serviceman remem- 
bers and (he pancakes and syrup mixes 
are excellent. 


The only "bummers" In the freeze- 


dried lines are the steaks and meat pat- 
ties. The bacon bars_are good to shred up 
in the scrambled eggs for flavor, but too 
salty to eat "straight." The pork and 
beef patties, however, are just not worth 
the price and you should give them a 
pass. 


It's always wise to take pencil in 


hand and make out a list of the meals 
you will want to prepare for the entire 
trip. This is important whether you are 
going for two days or two weeks. 


We alway camp where we can also fish 


and plan a minimum of three meals per 
week around fish we have caught. Then 
we add provisions to fill-in for the fish 
we might not catch. 


Preparation for trail foods Is quick and 


easy, as mentioned, so you need take 
along only a large pot, such as a Dutch 
oven or ordinary sauce pot, a frying pan 
or griddle, coffee pot, a jug for mixing 
cold drinks and a small dish or pan for 
fruit dishes and spreads. After dinner, 
use the big pot as a dishpan. 


We formerly used paper plates for 


meals, but have since switched to the 
new Melamine plastic camper sets with 
a partitioned tray, bowl and cup. They're 
big enough for a full-size meal, next to 
impossible to break or scratch, wash up 
easily and nest together for packing. 
They're easily worth $3.95 a set 


And one final note: If you've taken the 


trouble to prepare good food, don't dish 
it out slapdash and have everyone stand- 
ing around eating. Take time to sit down, 
relax and enjoy it.

Once a puppy Is leash trained, it's wise 


to take him on trips whenever possible.

You 
would be surprised at the number of 
dogs who don't know how to go up and 
down a long stairway. Their first encoun- 
ter with more than two or three steps 
can be a problem.

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Treat hubby like a long 


New old-fashioned course for wives 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


"Make your husband a king and he 


will treat you like his queen" Is the 
simple Ideology behind a new old-fash* 
loncd course for wives called "Fascinat- 
ing Womanhood." 


Through strict adherence to a handful' 


of basic principles, marital bliss Is guar- 
anteed even in marriages that are al- 
ready ono step into the divorce courts. 
And what's more a woman can do it all 
alone... without her man even knowing. 


Sound too good to be true? For some 


women, yes. "Fascinating Womanhood" 
which clearly disavows any other role for 
woman other than loving and under- 
standing wife, wonderful mother and de- 
voted and successful homemaker, might 
bo out of the question for many of to- 
day's liberated females who are inter- 
ested In developing a career outside the 
home, prefer sharing housekeeping re- 
sponsibilities with their mate and like a 
say In financial matters. 


THE PHILOSOPHY behind "Fascinat- 


ing Womanhood" underscores the motto 
that the "greatest contribution a woman 
can make to the well-being of society Is 
In the home, In building a happy mar- 
riage and family life. No other success In 
life can compensate or take the place." 


Helen Andelln first wrote "Fascinating 


Womanhood," a book on which the 
course is baied, in 1063. The subject In- 
spired her after friends and neighbors 
openly complimented her for being such 
a well-organized contented homemaker. 
Did she have any secrets they asked? 


Shortly thereafter evolved the Andclin 


Foundation for Education Family Living, 
an organization established to promote 
happiness and welfare of women every- 
where through securing a successful 
marriage. An eight week course which 
was recently Introduced In the northwest 
suburbs, emphasizes many of Helen An- 
dclln's ideals. 


• "Marriage Is not an equal partner- 


ship for man's role is to bo guide, protec- 
tor and provider whereas woman's Is to 
be loving wife, mother and homemaker, 
roles equal In Importance but not equal 
in responsibility." 


• "When woman rules, it robs her of a 


presence of mind to do her homcmaking 
tasks well. Generally speaking it Is try- 
Ing on a woman's emotions to assume 
the leadership role. 


Put him on a pedestal 


• "A man cannot derive any joy or 


satisfaction from protecting a woman 
who can obviously do very well without 
him. You make man feel superior in his 
role as man by becoming dependent. 


• "Every man has the capability of 


being tender, romantic and adoring if 
these passions arc only awakened in him 
by the woman." 


Believers In "Fascinating Woman- 


hood" do not feel all marriages are ar- 
ranged in heaven, but are Inclined to 
agree that all marriages can be' made 
"heavenly" by the thoughtfulness and 
the concentrated effort of the woman 
alone, without any deliberate action on 
the part of her husband. 


THE COURSE instructs wives how to 


accept a man at face value, understand 
him and admire him all the while re- 
maining feminine and alluring. 


If a husband unfairly imposes upon or 


ignores his wife, the book describes ways 
to react (pouting, even) and further- ' 
more, how to successfully motivate him 
without causing a row. 


"I'll have to say that the things I read 


at first seemed ridiculous to me," said 
Frances of Prospect Heights. Inter- 
viewed after six classes, she admits she 
has experienced improvements in her 
marriage of 14 years. 


"Though there have never been any 


serious problems, we were starting to 
grow apart," she said. "I was becoming 
very independent and I knew we would 
have problems if something wasn't 
done." 


FRANCES ENROLLED in the course 


as an experiment without her husband's 
knowledge. She still hasn't told him. 


"He's ten times nicer to be around and 


overall we're much closer," she said. 
"We hardly ever used to talk. After din- 
ner he'd sit in the chair, watch television 
and fall asleep until It was time to go to 
bed. 


"Now he comes home, wants to do 


more and Is much more interested In 
what I have to say. Sometimes I'll look 
at the clock and it's past midnight. We're 
still up just talking and enjoying each 
other's company." 


Leslie of Arlington Heights, a young 


mother who has been married for five 
years, admits she enrolled to defend the 
role of homemaklng. 


"No one anymore can believe anyone 


chooses to just stay home, be a mother 
and actually enjoy it. People tend to 
think it is not as vital or you're home 
just because you are unable to cope with 
a career. Right now I am very defensive 
about my role. 


"I TAUGHT SCHOOL and was also a 


stewardess before I got married. You 
might say I had an opportunity to 
sample a career in two different fields 


but neither has been as rewarding or as 
difficult to do successfully as being a 
good wife and mother. 


"I was into women's lib. After my son 


was born I returned to work part time as 
a teacher's aid. Here I was helping other 
kids while my son was home without me. 
Working Is not good... at least it wasn't 
for me," she added. 


Because she frequently takes adult 


education courses at Harper College and 
participates In many activities outside 
the home, things she could not find time 
to do if she were working full time, Les- 
lie is content remaining at home. She 
feels women who complain of being 
bored with housework are those who nev- 
er had the opportunity to fulfill or prove 
themselves before marriage. 


"I HAD THE opportunity to travel, 


date around and spend my own money. 
Now I truly enjoy being a wife and moth- 
er." 


"The grass always looks greener on 


the other side of the fence," added 
Frances who felt she was most trapped 
while she was working full time as a 
nurse to supplement the family income. 


Pouting, a feminine wile 


Another young mother of two from 


Palatine feels "Fascinating 
Woman- 


hood" has helped her to improve her own 
well-being. 


"I BECAME dissatisfied and dis- 


illusioned with staying at home. I began 
to think ... is this what I got married 
for? Now my husband said to me just 
the other day, I don't know what it is 
... but I sure like it." 


Marie discussed the night she headed 


off a tiff with her husband who came 
home in a grumpy mood by building him 
up and admiring his Integrity and in- 
telligence rather than berating him for 
his inconslderation to the rest of the fam- 
ily. Her sweetness she maintains worked 
well. His bad mood lasted only minutes. 


The women deny any of their methods 


are underhanded or dishonest. 


"You might call it a selfish com- 


promise," said Marie. "You give a lot 
but you also get a lot in return." 


THOUGH ALL MEMBERS in the sub- 


urban class of "Fascinating Woman- 
hood" were simply interested in revita- 
lizing their marriages rather than learn- 
ing how to bridge huge communication 
gaps, the course literature includes testi- 
monies of unhappy separated women 
who through applying the suggestions 
won back their mates in record breaking 
time. 


"Man Is uncomfortable in the presence 


of capable women for they make him 
feel like an imitation of a man," quotes 
the book. 


If a woman is forced to work for 


unavoidable financial reasons, the course 
recommends only going into female-ori- 
ented professions such as teaching or 
nursing. 


"When a woman attempts to play a 


part not Intended for her she sacrifies 
her own special beauty and grace. When 
she moves into man's sphere she dims 
her glory and robs him of his feeling of 
superiority." 


FRAGILITY AND dependency? Don- 


ning the apron of a domestic goddess? 
It's not every woman's bag. But then nei- 
ther Is women's lib.

will again be offered this summer in the 
area.

Women and children first 


No Fault is a thorny problem 


(Editor's note: In a previous column 


Julie Martocclo defined No Fault divorce 
and presented arguments both for and 
against the concept. Today she considers 
various No Fault proposals now before 
the Illinois General Assembly.)

A bill for No Fault Divorce (House Bill 


1794) Is presently before the Illinois legis- 
lature and what happens to It may affect 
each of us directly or indirectly. Its very 
simplicity calls for definition and ex- 
planation. 


In general, No Fault Divorce is exactly 


what the title suggests. You don't have to 
bo Innocent, defend yourself against 
charges of misconduct or receive the ap- 
proval of your mate if you wish to get a 
divorce. Under No Fault Divorce, a 
judge grants the divorce If he is con- 
vinced only that "the husband and wife 
have Irreconcilable differences that have 
caused I he irrcmrdlal breakdown of the 
marriage." 


Are there groups or organisations op- 


posed to or In favor of, No Fault Di- 
vorce? 


Yes, and each stresses different rea- 


sons for Its stand. 


• The American Academy of Matrimo- 


nial Lawyers and some religious groups 
arc opposed to the "cosy path to di- 
vorce" because they fear that the thorny 
problems already existing on It will mul- 
tiply Instead of lessen. 


They contend that the party who's at 


fault and caused the breakdown will bo 


rewarded for doing so. They also fear 
that marriage would become just an "Il- 
lusory contract that can be abrogated at 
the whim of cither party." In other 
words, since marriage is treated as a 
contract both in religious and legal cere- 
monies, it is not fair to permit one per- 
son to have the privilege of breaking It. 


Some opponents also point out the pain- 


ful situation (mentioned In part 1) where 
a marriage of many years might end 
abruptly leaving one spouse-particularly 
the woman-alone and unable to take care 
of herself physically, emotionally or eco- 
nomically after her youth is gone and the 
best years of her Ufa were devoted to her 
husband and marriage. They also point 
out that California, the state that started 
No Fault, has experienced an alarming 
Increase In divorces. 


• Another organization, the Illinois 


Bar, has submitted an amendment to 
House Bill 1704 which eliminates present 
grounds for divorce In Illinois. Under Its 
amendment, the spouse suing for divorce 
would bo required to produce evidence 
that the couple had been separated for 
180 days (approximately six months). 
Or, as the Illinois Bar recommends, one 
or both parties to a marriage would be 
required to establish that serious marital 
discord had caused an irretrievable 
breakdown In the marriage. 


Groups that arc in favor of No Fault 


assent that marriage doesn't necessarily 
break down simply because one person is 
guilty of misconduct and the other is not. 
Furthermore, they say, No Fault would 


eliminate perjury and discourage one 
mate from holding the other's misdeeds 
as a threat to gain more money. 


• A modified bill, which is the com- 


bination of bills created by two Illinois 
State representatives and which, in part, 
Is the stance of the Chicago Bar Associ- 
ation, would retain the present grounds 
for divorce while adding the "irretrie- 
vable breakdown of the marriage" to it. 


This bill would allow for a two-year 


period of time, and if one spouse then 
still maintained that the breakdown was 
indeed irretrievable, the judge would 
grant the divorce. 


What Is the status of House Bill 17M In 


the Illinois Legislature? 


No one knows exactly at this point, but 


the legislature now has Its original bill 
plus the amendment bills (offered sepa- 
rately) by the Illinois and the Chicago 
Bar Associations. 


It's possible that other bills may be in- 


troduced before 1794 is voted on or even 
that those opposed to every kind of No 
Fault might start an intensive campaign 
to defeat it. 


At least, a judge's sincere attempt to 


deal with a person's personal problems Is 
a giant-sized job. 


Can public institutions such as trial 


and family courts solve the intricate pat- 
terns of society's private, individual 
lives? 


Is it possible to legislate a person's be- 


havior in a marital situation? 


Or are we, as the American Academy 


of Matrimonial Lawyers maintain, start- 


Job market woes of single mothers 


by GAY PAULEY 


Parenthood is serious business. Single 


parenthood is doubly so, because of the 
additional financial burden it often Im- 
poses on the mother or father. 


Most of the single parents ore women 


and about 9.3 million children reside only 
with their mothers compared with ap- 
proximately 810,000 with their fathers. 


Single mothers, not already job hold- 


ers, start off with many disadvantages in 
the working world. Only about 15 per 
cant have some college education. The 
comparable portion for fathers Is 30 per 
cent. 


Even with a college background, the 


median Income for women falls about 40 
per cent behind that of college-educated 
men. 


A woman's skills often are obsolete 


and many have never worked. 


Going to work costs more in clothes, 


lunches, transportation. 


Employers often are reluctant to hire a 


mother with young children — how many 
days, for Instance, will she have to stay 
home with a sick child instead of coming 
to the office? 


Well-paid jobs often moan more time 


at work, and accordingly, less time with 
the children. 


Many need refresher courses, but are 


hard'put to afford to go back to school. 


Women who once worked at executive 


level find they've lost many of their con- 
tacts; people have moved, changed jobs. 


But the problems can be solved and 


the family put on a firm financial basis if 
women get into some educational pro- 
gram to brush up on old skills or develop 
the new ones needed in this technological 
world. 


The single parent must stand on her 


own two feet, not try to gain sympathy 
from others. Everyone has problems. 
Keep yours to yourself. Some employers 
say one reason they don't like to hire 
single mothers is that they come to work 
with a hang-dog look. 


Employers also feel, in many instances, 


that the single mother is looking for a 
husband rather than a job and that she 
will leave for another job where there 
are more men or where the pay is 
slightly higher. 


The woman has to convince the em- 


ployer that she is serious about the job, 
that she wants opportunity, and that she 
has the emotional stability to be loyal to 
her employer and also bring up her chil- 
dren properly.

Most recently, the U.S. Mint 
announced that it will award Exceptional 
Public Service certificates to any indi- 
vidual or group that cashes in $25 worth 
of pennies at a bank during June. Mint 
Director Mary Brooks estimated that 
more than 30 billion pennies are in hiding 
somewhere in this country, and said,

Actually, there's been a shortage of 


pennies at our house for some time — 
not to mention a scarcity of nickels, 
dimes, quarters and bills — so it's nice 
to know that the \ government, too, is 
watching the pennies.

Here, then, are a few modest 
suggestions, some old and some new, 
that may save you a little money In the 
hot-weather months ahead.

• Scout neighborhood garage sales for 


summer play clothes and sports equip- 
ment that your youngsters (or you) need. 
Quality is often excellent, and the prices 


are almost impossible to beat. 


• Have a garage sale of your own. If 


you don't have enough sale items to solo, 
make it a group garage sale and pocket 
a welcome amount of extra change. 


• Use cents-off coupons at the grocery 


store to buy those new food products 
you've been wanting to try to tempt hot- 
weather appetites. (Incidentally, a mar- 
keting organization reported recently 
that an estimated 27.6 billion of these 
were distributed in 1973.) 


• Barter "pet sitting," "plant sitting" 


or whatever for your neighbors on vaca- 
tion in return for similar help when you 
get away. 


• Explore nearby parks and tourist at- 


tractions for inexpensive entertainment. 
Investigate day camps, nature hikes, 
park programs and similar low-cost "sun 
fun" opportunities for your youngsters. 


• Grow your own "inflation garden," 


even if it's only a few herbs on the win- 
dowsllls or tomatoes in pots. 


• Organize car pools for swimming 


lessons, Little League practices and 
such. 


• Turn down the air conditioner. 
• Promote a potluck picnic or old- 


fasHioncd neighborhood block party to 
cut the cost of sociability. 


• When you entertain, substitute inge- 


nuity for costly "store-bought" decora- 
tions. You might, for Instance, take an 
"at the crossroads" or "on the road of 
life" theme for a graduation affair, deco- 
rating your table with a runner cut from 
road maps, plus traffic signs and cars 
from the toy box. 


• Remember that punch Is just about

more iced tea. (Be sure, of course, that 
you serve enough milk to meet nutri- 
tional requirements. But do use more 
powdered milk for cooking and drink- 
ing.) 


• Check out much of your "entertain- 


ment" from your local library: every- 
thing from films, records and cassettes 
to paintings and etchings, not to mention 
books. Subscribe to fewer magazines, 
too; your favorites are probably avail- 
able at the library.

Beivare of swimmer's itch 
ivhen bathing in lake ivaters 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Careful about 


schlstojomo dermatitis if you go swim- 
ming in a lake. 


This is a fancy name for swimmer's 


itch. It Is caused by tiny parasites in the 
water, usually lake water. It occurs in 
all northern states from coast to coast, 
as well as In the extreme south. 


Saltwater bathers In the seaboard 


states have been known to get swim- 
mer's itch. 


The parasites burrow Into (ho skin and 


may cause a prickly feeling when you 
como out of the water. 


Medical authorities say (hat welts, re- 


sembling mosquito bites, usually appear 
within 24 hours but may take up to two 
weeks to appear. Many swimmers mis- 
take the Itch for poison ivy or chlggcr or 
other Insect bites. 


The parasites must live part of their 
life in certain fresh water snails. 


The best way to avoid swimmer's itch 


is to keep out of lakes when the parasites 
are emerging from the snails. 


In a book on recreation and relaxation, 


published by the American Meclcal Asso- 
claton, the advice on swimmer's itch 
goes like this: 


"Usually these lakes give little trouble 


in early spring or late summer. 


"If you do swim In parasite-infected 


water, swim as far away from the snail 
beds as you can. Short dips reduce chan- 
ces for exposure. 


"When you come out of the water give 


yourself a brisk rubdown with a towel. 
You may be able to rub off the parasites 
before they burrow into your skin.

Bee stings are no joke 


While the large majority of people 


across the nation start enjoying the sum- 
mer months of sunshine and outdoor ac- 
tivities, a small percentage of the popu- 
lation (two to three per cent) fear the 
season because of allergies to serum 
from bee stings and other insect bites, 
say two physicians from Duke University 
Medical Center. 


The two Durham, N. C. physicians, Dr. 


Mary Ann Passero, clinical fellow in pe- 
diatrlc allergy, immunology and chest 
disease, and Dr. Susan C. Dees, profes- 
sor of pediatrics, co-author the article 
"Allergy to Stings from Winged Things" 
In the June issue of American Family 
Physician, the official scientific publica- 
tion of the American Academy of Family 
Physicians. 


Reaction may be of any degree of sev- 


erity, say the authors, and usually In- 
volves many organ systems. Symptoms 
include a generalized flushing of the skin 
with a rash or itching, plus the respirato- 
ry tract may be affected by sneezing, 
coughing, nasal congestion or swelling of 
the larynx. Gastro-intcstinal signs, such 
as nausea, vomiting, abdominal cramps 
and diarrhea have also been linked to the 
reaction symptoms. 


THOSE WHO ARE aware of their al- 


lergy should always have an emergency 
kit at hand to temporarily offset the re- 
action until they reach a doctor. The kit 
should contain a preloaded sterile sy- 
ringe of epinephrine hydrochloride or an 
epinephrine vaporizer, a tourniquet and 
an antihistamine. 


Epinephrine is recommended in the ar- 


ticle as the most effective drug to fight 
the allergic reaction. 


The first step in defense against the 


sting is immediately to remove the 
stinger from the skin. A scraping or 
scooping motion is recommended in the 
article, since grasping the stinger be- 
tween the thumb and forefinger will 
pump extra antigen into the skin and ag- 
gravate the symptoms. 


In addition to emergency treatment, 


the article notes simple precautions per- 
sons can take to avoid being stung, such 
as adequate screens on their home, 
thorough covering of refuse, not planting 
bee-attracting flowering shrubs and fruit 
trees near the residence, not walking 
barefoot, and not wearing strongly 
scented perfumes and powders. Some au- 
thorities 
advocate white, hard-finish 


clothing with a minimum of skin ex- 
posure, the authors note. They add that 
bees are attracted to rough brightly-col- 
ored or dark fabrics.

Furthermore, all low-add foods (green 
beans certainly arc in that category) 
have to be canned with precise directions 
in pressure cookers.

far back as '66 and '67 tho big canning 
companies were recommending pros- 
Mire cooking for all low-add foods.

ercise, but most of the 70 million Ameri- 
cans who are too fat shun even walking, 
according to Dr. Jock End, medical di- 
rector of tho Northwestern Mutual Life 
Insurance Co., Milwaukee. 


The leading health expert for the na- 


tion's seventh largest life insurer points 
out that a fat person who walks a mile a 
day will lose 10 pounds in a year even If 
he maintains poor eating habits. 


"By altering his lifestyle to Include 


regular, Increased activity and a general 
reduction In food Intake he can do much 
better than that," End notes. 


The physician emphasizes that the ex- 


crlcse program must be a regular one 
that becomes part of a lifetime, dally 
routine If permanent avoiding fatness 
is 1U goal. 


"Tho so-called 'fad diets' hove been 


proven to bo on Ineffectual method of 
long term weight control since they don't 
lend themselves lo cosy adherence, espe- 
cially by people who frequently cat 
meals away from home," End cautions. 


For Americans who get up in the 


morning and clean their teeth with an 
electric toothbrush, ride to work In a car, 
cut their lawns with sit-down power 
mowers and spend weekends In front of 
television sets watching football players 
exercise, End fax-on activity that puts 
stress on the heart and lungs. 


"This Includes activities like swim- 


ming, cycling and jogging," says End. 
"If you don't like to bike, swim or jog, 
try Indoor calisthenics," End advises, 
"but make sure you have plenty of daily 
activity." 


End also recommends that companies 


encourage physical fitness among em- 
ployes. Northwestern' Mutual sponsors 
regular programs for home office per- 
sonnel and encourages them throughout 
its agency force. 


When physical fitness programs are 


undertaken, End cautions, a physician 
should be consulted for a thorough pre- 
liminary checkup and some suggestions 
of what types of programs are best suit- 
ed for various age groups and physiques. 


"Expect to take several months to lose 


weight If you're fat to begin with," End 
adds. "Too many people expect to lose 
weight quickly — they check the scale 
dolly and get depressed because nothing 
seems to be happening. Because body 
fluids fluctuate, it would be more realis- 
tic to check the scale weekly at the 
same time of day. 


"After a person reaches a plateau of 


desirable weight, more frequent weigh- 
ing may help in determining small gains 
that can be corrected before they be- 
come big problems. 


"And remember," says End, who is a 


trim 150 pounds at ago 55 and runs sev- 
eral miles each morning for his health, 
"It's never too late to start an exercise 
program that will lengthen your life."

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Stavros sentence: 4 years, $25,000 fine 


Must serve at least 3 years in federal prison 


by LYNN ASINOF 


James Stavros, former Wheeling Town- 


ship Democratic commltlecman, was 
sentenced to a four-year prison term and 
fined $25,000 Tuesday despite claims by 
his attorney that Stavros was led astray. 


U.S. District Judge Hubert Will said ho 


decided on the four-year sentence be- 
cause It will guarantee that Stavros will 
serve at least three years la a federal 
penitentiary under current parole pol- 
icies. 


Stavros pleaded guilty April 30 to ex- 


torting $03.000 from three Wheeling de- 
velopers and filing a false Income tax 
return as part of an agreement with the 
US. Attorney's Office, which dropped 
eight other counts against Stavros. 


Among the eight counts were charges 


of extorting an additional $91,250 from 
Wheeling developers. 


IN ASKING FOR a light sentence, 


Stavros' attorney, Joel Murray, said his 
client began extorting money from devel- 
opers because he feared he was dying 
from cancer of the testicles and needed 
to provide for his family. 


Judge Will rejected the statement and 


noted that a probation report found 


Stavros now to bo in excellent health. His 
problems aro "more psychiatric than 
physical," said the judge, referring to 
the report. 


Murray also charged that Stavros was 


led astray by Jack Netchln, an associate 
of Hollywood Builders. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Steven Kadlson, 


however, replied that Murray's allega- 
tions were "outrageous and border on 
the slanderous." Kadlson presented tho 
court with the results of a lie detector 
test by Nctchln, which Kadison said 
proved that Nctchln had never entered 
Into any scheme with Stavros. He said 
the test also showed that Nctchin did not 
lie when he said that his own company 
was a victim of Stavros' extortion ef- 
forts. 


KADISON SAID that Stavros was not 


the "contrite and humbled" man pic- 
tured by Murray in his argument for a 
light sentence. He said Stavros only 
agreed to plead guilty after "he was 
backed Into a corner" by the massive 
federal evidence against him. 


According to Kadison, Stavros used 


"old-fashioned gangster" techniques In 
"extorting money from any developer 


who desired to build in the Village of 
Wheeling." He cited examples by out- 
lining government evidence of physical 
threats made against two developers. 


In the first instance, Kadison said Fred 


Hlllman of Chesterfield Builders called 
then-village trustee Peter Egan after 
Stavros demanded money in exchange 
for building and zoning favors. "Stavros 
then called Hillmart and said, "If you try 
to moke a deal behind my back, I'll kill 
you,'" Kadlson said. 


ACCORDING TO Kadison, the second 


threat of physical harm was made 
against Alfred Hoffman Jr. of the Tekton 
Corp. Kadlson said Stavros called Hoff- 
man at church because he hadn't paid 
the demanded $40,000 and said, "If you 
don't pay now it is lights out for you and 
lights out for your project." • 


Judge Will said h did not care who be- 


gan the scheme which led to Stavros' ex- 
tortion of more than $300,000 from Wheel- 
ing developers. He said every defendant 
always has on excuse for his crime, and 
said that Stavros' excuse was "I 
wouldn't have done It except I had the

Tax delay causes cash shortage 
Village tries to trim budget

Buffalo Grove officials will attempt to 


.rim $100,000 from tho proposed 1074-75 
fiscal year budget to assure tho village 
of meeting operating expenses. 


Tho village board Monday night voted 


down a proposal calling for the entire 
$100,000 to come out of proposed salary 
Increases for municipal employes. In- 
stead, tho board directed the village staff 
to look for ways to cut expenditures in 
tho total budget. 


Under that proposal, money could be 


saved by making cutbacks in a number 
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of places, not just In employe salaries. 
Officials said some noncssentlal pro- 
grams and services could be cut, ex- 
penditures for new equipment and per- 
sonnel could bo deferred as well as a 
slight reduction In pay raises. 


y 


Beard members said it would be un- 


fair to make municipal employes bear 
the entire burden of the cutbacks. They 
said reducing overall village ex- 
penditures would be a more equitable so- 
lution. 


The cutbacks have become necessary 


because of a shortage In eash in the vil- 
lage general fund. The shortgago is due 
In part to a delay in collecting property 
taxes in tho Lake County section of the 
village. 


THERE IS a dispute In Lake County 


over assessment practices and until the 
matter Is settled, no tax money will be 
released to municipalities, school dis- 
tricts or other taxing bodies. 


Lake County officials have said it will 


be at least late Spetcmbcr before the vil- 
lage receives its,share of the tax money. 
If the matter goes to court, the village 
probably wl '-not get any tax money this 
year, they said. 


Officials said the delay In receiving 


funds may force the village to sell tax 
anticipation warrants to pay its bills. The 
warrants, essentially arc loans taken out 
by a municipality until tax money ar- 
rives. 


Projections by the village staff show 


that with the proposed budget, the vil- 


lage would have a $16,102 surplus at the 
end of the fiscal year, if the Lake County 
tax money is released. The village board, 
however, wants to cut spending by 
$100,000 In case revenue falls somewhat 
short of estimates. The budget as it now 
stands, calls for expenditures of about 
$3.2 million. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson predicts 


building will pick up this summer 
and improve the village's financial situ- 
ation. Last year, building was slower 
than expected and the village did not get 
as much money through building permit 
fees as was anticipated. Some board 
members said they wont to have a cush- 
ion in the budget in the event building 
revenue again Is lower than expected. 


In an effort to prevent village funds 


from falling too low, employe pay In- 
creases hove been deferred. The raises 
were supposed to go into effect May 1, 
but Larson has suggested they not bo 
granted until Aug. 1. 


A six per cent average increase has 


been proposed to the salary schedules for 
village employes. The proposed merit in- 
creases for some employes would In- 
crease salary expcndtures in the next fis- 
cal year by about 10 per cent. 


Proposed increases fall between 1.6 


per cent for some employes and 18.2 per 
cent for others. 


Village officials have said they will 


consider making the pay increases retro- 
active to May 1, providing the village 
con afford it.

James Stavros, who started receiving 


zoning payoffs from Wheeling developers 
in 1958, has amassed a fortune of $3.4 
million. 


A glimpse of the former Wheeling 


Township Democratic committecman's 
financial holdings was revealed, Tuesday 
as Stavros was sentenced to four years 
in prison and fined $25,000 by U. S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge Hubert Will. 


Stavros earlier had pleaded guilty to 


four counts of extortion and tax evasion 
after the gogcrnmcnt dropped eight other 
counts against him. 


Stavros' holdings were valued at 


$3,423,500 in a probation report prepared 
for the sentencing. Loans outstanding to- 
tal more than $1,493,000, leaving Stavros 
with a net worth of $1,888,000. 


Eleven counts of extortion against 


Stavros, returned in a Jan. 31 federal in- 
dictment, charged that he received from 
developers more than $294,000, two acres 
of commercial property, installation of 
water and sewer lines at his mother's 
house, free painting, valued at $3,000, of 
his house and more than $5,000 in liquor 
for influencing zoning in Wheeling. 


Stavros pleaded guilty to extorting 


$92,000 from three developers. 


THE PROBATION report disclosed 


that: 


• Stavros owns 30 per cent of Whip- 


pletree Village trailer park, 525 N. 
McHenry Rd. The 55-acre park is valued 
at $5 million. 


The Herald disclosed last year that the 


trailer park received substantial govern' 
ment favors, including tax breaks, con- 
nection to the village water system with- 
out payment of "recapture" fees, and 
quick zoning approval between 1970 and 
1972.

Businessmen rip Dundee Rd. spruce-up 


Buffalo Grove's plan to beautify the 


Dundee Road median strip with grass 
and trees was criticized by a number of 
local businessmen Monday night. 


The businessmen complained that the 


plantings will shield their stores and 
shops from passing motorists and the, 
high curbs will cut off access and divert 
shoppers to other areas. 


The beautlfication plan, proposed sev- 


eral months ago, was unveiled at Mon- 
day's village board meeting. Some of the 
merchants attending favor abandoning 
all plans for planting the median strip, 
while others have suggested certain mod- 
ifications. 


Jack Gomes, president of the Ranch 


Mart Merchants Assn, said his group is 


opposed to planting the median. Accord- 
Ing to Gomes, the plan will not only dis- 
courage residents from coming to the 
Ranch Mart, but will obstruct the view of 
motorists and create a traffic hazard. 


The plan as proposed, would have nu- 


merous planted Islands along Dundee 
Road from Trace Drive to Cambridge 
Drive. The trees and grass would be 
within a raised barrier to prevent cars 
from driving over them. 


THROUGHOUT THE planted strip, 


there would be openings where motorists 
could turn left. Many of the businessmen, 
however, feel there are not enough open- 
ings. They favor a mountnble median 
where motorists could turn left anywhere 
they please. 


The plan, prepared by the State of Illi- 


nois at the request of the village, pro- 
vides 25 openings on the two-mile strip. 
On the average there is an opening every 
420 feet. 


The plan that was to be followed prior 


to'the village's request had a mountable 
median throughout, with no plantings. 
Village officials proposed the idea be- 
cause they felt it would make the road 
more attractive. 


Jack Whislcr, manager of the Dunell 


Shopping Center, said he, too, opposed 
the idea. "I like the plan, it's great, but 
looking at it practically, it's not going to 
work," he said.

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Heartworm hits home 


Former 'Southern' disease moves as far 
north as Canada with our mobile society 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The family dog is now paying a 


price for America's mobile society. 


The family motor vacation to the 


South brought back more than 
carved coconuts, baby alligators and 
bags of oranges. The dog, which of- 
ten accompanies the family, brought 
back canine heart worm disease. 


The disease, dlrofilariasis, was once 


considered a problem only in warm- 
er climates, such as tho southeastern 
United States. However, families, 
with their pets, on the move have 
brought It as far north as Michigan 
and Canada, according to the Ameri- 
can Veterinary Medical Society. 


HEARTWORMS ARE exactly what 


the name implies: parasitic worms 
that can lodge in a dog's heart. If 
enough of the worms accumulate, the 
impaired blood circulation can lead 
to lung, liver, kidney as well as heart 
dysfunctions, and possibly death. 


The worms range in length from 


six-inch males to females a foot or 
more long. 


The worms are transmitted by 


mosquitos. The insect can draw 
blood containing microscopic worms 
larvae from an infected animal. Af- 
ter two weeks, the larvae mature 
enough inside the mosquito to be 
transmitted to a healthy dog and in- 
fect it. 


Once inside the dog's body the lar- 


vae take three months to "migrate" 
to the heart, where they reach their 
full growth in about three more 
months, the AVMA said. 


Because mosquitos arc the "car- 


riers," dogs that live near water or 
take family trips to the woods arc 
more susceptible to the illness, the 
AVMA warned. 


DR. JACK NOYES of Barrington 


became interested in the disease 
when it first started showing up in 
this area about 1970 near Elgin. 
Noyes is now chairman of the Illinois 
Veterinary Medicine Society's heart-

The strike halted all highway work 


and other major construction jobs in 
80 of the state's 102 counties and shut 
down work In parts of eight other 
counties. 


A federal mediator said he hoped 


to have the two sides back to the bar- 
gaining table "before the end of the 
week." 


Construction work in set en north- 


ern Illinois counties Including Cook, 
has been stymied since May 15 when 
Teamster concrete ready-mix drivers 
walked off their jobs in a separate 
contract dispute. 


Both walkouts involve wage dis- 


agreements. 


DAVID mtlSCOLL. an official of 


the Associated General Contractors, 
said the Teamsters In the Central - 
southern Illinois dispute were asking 
for a 40 per cent hike in wage and 
fringe benefits. 


The Teamsters basic wage under a 


contract that expired March 31 was 
$7 50 an hour. 


A union spokesman declined to 


confirm or deny Drlscoll's figures, 
but he said, "We've got a proposal 
out there and It's all negotiable. They 
have refused to negotiate." 


Another issue in the dispute, ac- 


cording to Driscoll, was the con- 
tractors' demand for an arbitration 
clause under which unresolved issues 
would be submitted to binding arbi- 
tration.

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Consumer protests 
ignorant of drops 
in food prices? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Many con- 


sumcrs arc continuing to protest rising 
food prices without realizing they ore al- 
ready coming down, Agriculture Sec. 
Earl L, Butz says. 


At a White House news briefing Mon- 


day, Butz complained of pressure on him 
by consumers on one side and food pro- 
ducers on the other. 


"I guess nobody becomes Secretary of 


A or! culture to win a popularity contest," 
Butz Joked, "but here within the space of 
four days I've been bitten by consumers 
who say food prices are too high and by 
producers who want me to get farm 
prices higher." 


BUTZ SAID AVERAGE retail food 


prices have now declined for two months 
on the heels of a "very substantial" in- 
crease In farm prices. He noted farm 
prices for wheat are now down 41 per 
cent from their 1974 high, eggs down 43 
per cent, hogs down 38 per cent, beef 
steers down 21 per cent and corn off 18 
per cent. 


"But I think a lot of people don't un- 


derstand this," he said. At a recent news 
conference in Los Angeles, he said, he 
was approached by a congressional can- 
didate with a survey showing consumers 
were greatly Incensed over food prices. 


Yet, Butz said, he had come to Mon- 


day's briefing from a meeting with Wis- 
consin law-makers who want the govern- 
ment to buy processed cheese to support 


Hartigan favors 
state funding 
for school aid

Lt. Gov. Neil Hartigan said Tuesday he 


favors fully funding the Illinois school 
aid formula, a step opposed by Gov. 
Daniel Walker. 


Hartigan noted that Walker had hailed 


the school aid formula last year when it 
was passed into law, and he said, "We 
must now meet the financial obligations 
required by the formula law if we arc to 
f u l l y satisfy our campaign 
com- 


mitments." 


The new formula was adopted by the 


Illinois General Assembly last year as a 
step toward equalizing resources avail- 
able to all public schools. 


Walker said at the time the formula 


"benefits school children and property 
taxpayers not only with a dollar but also 
with a new concept of apportioning state 
aid to common schools." 


But this year the governor said repeat- 


edly the state cannot afford to fully fund 
the formula. He asked the legislature to 
appropriate slightly more than $1 billion 
for schools in fiscal 1975. 


The Illinois Senate, however, passed a 


school aid bill for $1.075 billion last week, 
some $70 million more than Walker 
asked, and a House Appropriations Com- 
mittee has passed a similar measure. 


So far this year, not a single legislator 


has cast a vote against fully funding the 
school aid formula. 


Hartigan made his statement in a let- 


ter to Mrs. Dorothy Bcnncr, chairman of 
a special committee formed to get full 
funding.

Search for Andrews pair

The four-year search for Edward 


and Sophia Andrews will return to 
tho Chicago River next week with the 
aid of a specifically outfitted boat, 
according to Arlington Heights po- 
lice. 


The Andrews, of 738 S.-Vall, dis- 


appeared on May IS, 1070, after at- 
tending a cocktail party at tho Shera- 
ton-Chicago Hotel on Michigan Ave- 
nue. Despite a nationwide bulletin, 
no trace of tho Andrews, or their 
1969 Oldsmobllc, has ever been dis- 
covered. 


Arlington Heights Police Oct. Ron- 


ald Van Raalte said arrangements 
will be made next week to use an 
electronically equipped boat to make 
soundings of the Ogdcn Slip at the 
mouth of the river at Lake Michigan. 


POLICE AND John Rynak, Mrs. 


Andrews' brother, have long sub- 
scribed to the theory that tho couple 
accidcntly drove into the river after 
the party. The car, according to the 
speculation, cither sank into the soft 
river bed or was washed into tho 
lake by a passing ship. 


Several previous attempts at locat- 


ing tho car In the river have been 
unsuccessful. Scuba divers as well as 
the special boat were used in these 
attempts. 


The now search will take place far- 


ther away from the Michigan Avenue 
bridge where the Andrews were last 
seen. 


Van Raalte said tho new search 


was sparked by newspaper accounts 
marking the fourth anniversary of 
the disappearance. 


Ho said a man claiming to have 


been working near the river In May 
of 1970 thinks the Andrews were on 
their way to a sandwich stand when 
they drove into the river near the 
site of the now-razed North Pier Ter- 
minal building. 


Tho west side of tho slip was not 


searched In tho earlier attempts be- 
cause barges anchored there would 
have made the electronic soundings 
difficult. 


Van Raalto said the scorch boat 


and Its owner, whom ho did not Iden- 
tify, were out of state and arc due to 
return next week. He said final ar- 
rangements will be made then. 


Van Raalte is expected to accom- 


pany the ship in tho search. 


RYNAK SAID he would pay for tho 


new search, but said it was a long 
shot at best. 


"I still don't see how they could 


have gone into that section. I just 
don't think they could have gotten 
that far," ho said.

"A MAN WHO IS getting ready to face 


his maker ought not to want to do it at 
the top of a crime wave," Judge Will 
said. 


Kadison asked the judge for a stiff sen- 


tence to show the Wheeling community 
how such crimes arc dealt with, and 
Judge Will agreed. 


"These arc troubled days in this coun- 


try, and one of the principal reasons these 
are troubled days is so many people in 
the position of public power have abused 
their authority," Will said. 


The judge said the abuse of public 


power Is perhaps the most serious crime. 
"There Is hardly anything more subver- 
sive," he said, noting he would prefer 
communists to such a crime. 


"I am more worried about people like 


this than overt revolutionaries," he said. 


JUDGE WILL SAID he had no illusion 


that Stavros' sentence would lead to the 
rehabilitation of politicians, but said it 
might help reestablish the account- 
ability to restore public decency. 


Terming his sentence "relatively mild 


and certainly tempered with mercy,"

plead guilty and be sentenced for federal 
charges brought Jan. 31, when six for- 
mer and present Wheeling and Cook 
County officials were Indicted following a 
year-long federal probe of shakedowns of 
Wheeling developers. Former village 
trustee Michael Valenza was sentenced 
to a nine-month prison term for con- 
spiracy to commit extortion. 
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developer of Chelsea Cove, deeded it to 
Stavros after he demanded the land as a 
payoff. 


STAVROS' ATTORNEY. Joel Murray, 


pleaded for clemency in sentencing and 
argued his 43-year-old client "grew up on 
a farm ... his parents were farmers." 


In 1959, when Stavros married his wife, 


Elizabeth, "he had no funds," Murray 
said. His first salary to top $10,000 a year 
came In 1966 when he was an aide to 
County Board President Seymour Simon. 
C a r d i a c , orthopedic and urological 
"problems" ended Stavros' employment 
in 1967, Murray said, and his gross in- 
come in 1968 was about $11,000. 
, 


"I'm not attempting to plead poverty," 


Murray told Will while challenging the 
probation report's $3.4 million estimate 


of gross worth. The 235-acre farm "has 
been in the family for 20 years." 


"So he wasn't poor then," Will an- 


swered. 


WHEN WILL SUGGESTED a 60-or 90- 


day deadline for payment of the $25,000 
fine, Murray replied that Stavros' assets 
are not "liquid." Stavros has received an 
extension to June 15 for completion of his 
1973 income tax return and faces possible 
penalties payment of back taxes. 


The judge then allowed Stavros six 


months to pay the fine. 


Because of Stavros' wealth "he can af- 


ford to be honest" when released from 
prison in more than three years, Will 
said. "He can be in the future all the 
good things he has been in the past and 
none of the bad."

Speed reduction plan hits opposition 


A proposal to reduce the speed limit on 


residential streets in Des Plaines to 20 
m.p.h. brought a storm of protest from 
aldermen and Mayor Herbert Behrel. 


A number of aldermen raised objec- 


tions to the proposal, contending that 
would be nearly impossible to enforce 
and could cause autos to.use more gas. 


Aid. Richard Ward' (8th), chairman of 


the streets and traffic committee, pro- 
posed the speed limit reduction and con- 
tended that It fulfilled the "will of the 
people.;' 


No final action was taken on the mea- 


sure after nearly 30 minutes of debate 
during the city council meeting Monday. 


BEHREL CALLED the idea "terrible" 


and suggested that a great deal more re- 
search is needed before the city council 
could take any action. 


A major portion of debate centered 


around the fact that most cars with auto- 
matic transmissions usually shift into 
high gear at about 23 m.p h. Aldermen 
argued motorists would be inconven- 
ienced by the lower speed limit. 


City Atty. James Bouril also noted that 


state law requires the city to conduct a 
detailed traffic flow study before any 
changes in speed limit could be made. 


He suggested it may not be possible to 


lower the speed limit throughout the city 
at one time without the studies. 


Aid. Arthur Erbach (5th) said he had 


requested 20 m.p.h. limits on several 
streets some time ago, but added that 
each residential street should be consid- 
ered on an individual basis. 


WARD SAID the council had voted to 


act on the lowering of the speed limits 
eight months ago, but delayed final ac- 
tion because of pending legislation in the 


Illinois General Assembly. Ward said the 
legislation had been defeated recently, 
prompting his recommendation. 


Aid. Alan Abrams (8th) questioned 


whether or not there was any research 
data showing what effect lowering speed 
limits had on traffic accidents or in- 
juries. 


Spokesmen for both the Northwestern 


University Traffic Institute and the Na- 
tional Safety Council said they knew of 
no research studies showing the effect 20- 
m.p.h. limits have on accidents and in- 
juries. 


Police Chief Arthur Hintz said low- 


ering the speed limits could cause con- 
fusion among some drivers because resi- 
dential speed limits in roost communities 
are now 30 m.p.h. He said the state driv- 
er test also indicates 30 m.p.h. as a stan- 
dard limit when a higher limit is not 
posted.

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Heartworm hits home 


Former 'Southern' disease moves as far 
north as Canada with our mobile society 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The family dog Is now paying a 


price for America's mobile society. 


The family motor vacation to the 


South brought back more than 
carved coconuts, baby alligators and 
bags of oranges. The dog, which of- 
ten accompanies the family, brought 
back canine heartworm disease. 


The disease, dirofilariasis, was once 


considered a problem orily in warm- 
er climates, such as the southeastern 
United States..' However, families, 
with their pets, on the move have 
brought it as far north as Michigan 
and Canada, according to the Ameri- 
can Veterinary Medical Society. 


HEARTWORMS ARE'exactly what 


the name implies: parasitic worms 
that can lodge in a dog's heart. If 
enough of the worms accumulate, the 
impaired blood circulation can lead 
to lung, liver, kidney as well as heart 
dysfunctions, and possibly death. 


The worms range in length from 


six-inch males to females a foot or 
more long. 


The worms are transmitted by 


mosqultos. The Insect can draw 
blood containing microscopic worms 
larvae from an Infected animal. Af- 
ter two weeks, the larvae mature 
enough inside the mosquito to be 
transmitted to a healthy dog and in- 
fect it. 


Once inside the dog's body the lar- 


vae take three months to "migrate" 
to the heart, where they reach their 
full growth in about three more 
months, the AVMA said. 


Because mosquitos are the "car- 


riers," dogs that live near water or 
take family trips to the woods are 
more susceptible to the illness, the 
AVMA warned. 


DR. JACK NOYES of Harrington 


became interested in the disease 
when it first started showing up in 
this area about 1970 near Elgin.

Same old news 
too many teachers 
for too few jobs 


Prospective teachers will find job hunt- 


ing 1974 an all too familiar repeat of pre- 
vious years — too many applicants for 
too few positions. 


Robert Rclnke, assistant superintend- 


ent, estimates the district has some 60 
candidates for every teaching position 
open. 


"So far, we've had 1,457 applicants for 


25 positions," he said. "That doesn't even 
count tho people calling In about job 
openings." 


Reinke said he expects a few more job 


vacancies before fall but that he "can't 
sec any change" In tho job situation. 


"Lost year, wo had about 1,500 appli- 


cants — I don't see any let up this year," 
he said. 


DESPITE THE warnings of a teacher 


surplus, college students ore still study- 
ing education, Rclnke sold. 


"I'm seeing about the same number of 


applicants right off the campuses — 
apparcnty the discouraging word hasn't 
been heard or heeded," he sold. "The 
people who ore interested in becoming 
teachers just aren't discouraged by the 
job market." 


College students are also expanding 


their studies to include several areas of 
education, such as elementary education 
and special education, Rclnke added. 


"They're giving themselves a few 


more options," he said. 


While there are teacher surpluses in all 


areas, Reinke said the hardest jobs to fill 
are In the specialized areas such as spe- 
cial education. 


"If you've got a real good specialty — 


a degree in developmental reading or 
shop — you have a better chance of get- 
ting a job," he said. "But even in these 
special subject areas, it's not that hard 
to find teachers." 


THE JOB SITUATION is aggravated 


by the lack of turnover In the district, 
according to the assistant superintend- 
ent. 


"We've never really had much turn- 


over and now it's not that easy to move. 
There arc few jobs even for experienced 
people," he said. 


Despite the glut in the market, Dist. 62 


doesn't necessarily hire only veteran 
teachers, Reinke added. 


"We look at the position available and 


try to get the best person for the job," he 
said. "We try to keep a balance on the 
staff — If there ore already experienced 
teachers, we might take somebody new." 


Reinke sold he doesn't foresee a 


change in the job situation in the next 
few years. 


"I thought the job market would be 


changing by now with people knowing 
about the teacher surplus," he said. "In- 
stead, we have more topnotch teachers 
than wo know what to do with."

est opponent on the board. "The district 
Is In a state of limbo In that nothing posi- 
tive can be accomplished with our pre- 
sent superintendent and some of the ad- 
ministration," she added.

middle-of-the-road member of the board, 
said ho "wasn't surprised" by the letter.

ship Dist. 59, according to Eunice Hutch- 
Ings of the personnel office. She said the 
district also has a separate file for 
people calling about job openings. 


"As far as positions, it's a little uncer- 


tain at this point," she said. "We're 
working on a few placements for music 
teachers at the elementary and junior 
high schools and openings in the learning 
center. There are also some science 'and 
math positions at the junior high level 
and we expect some elementary open- 
ings near the end of the year." 


MRS. HUTCHINGS said there probably 


will be more openings by fall but she 
expects the job situation will "be the 
same as last year." 


One area school official noted that col- 


lege students arc still entering the educa- 
tion field, despite the warnings of a 
teacher surplus.

Stavros 
sentenced 
to 4 years

James Stavros, former Wheeling Town- 


ship Democratic committeeman, was 
sentenced to a four-year prison term and 
fined $25,000 Tuesday despite claims by 
his attorney that Stavros was led astray. 


U.S. District Judge Hubert Will said he 


decided on the four-year sentence be- 
cause it will guarantee that Stavros will 
serve at least three years in a federal 
penitentiary under current parole pol- 
icies. 


Stavros pleaded guilty April 30 to ex- 


torting $92,000 from three Wheeling de- 
velopers and filing a false income tax 
return as part of an agreement with the 
U.S. Attorney's Office, which dropped 
eight other counts against Stavros. 


Among the eight counts were charges 


of extorting an additional $91,250 from 
Wheeling developers. 


IN ASKING FOR a light sentence, 


Stavros' attorney, Joel Murray, said his 
client began extorting money from devel- 
opers because he feared he was dying 
from cancer of the testicles and needed 
to provide for his family. 


Judge Will rejected the statement and 


noted that a probation report found 
Stavros now to be in excellent health. His 
problems are "more psychiatric than 
physical," said the judge, referring to 
the report. 


Murray also charged that Stavros was 


led astray by Jack Netchin, an associate 
of Hollywood Builders. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Steven Kadison, 


however, replied that Murray's allega- 
tions were "outrageous and border on 
the slanderous." Kadison presented the 
court with the results of a lie detector 
lest by Netchin, which Kadison said 
proved that Netchin had never entered 
into any scheme with Stavros. He said 
the test also showed that Netchin did not 
lie when he said that his own company 
was a victim of Stavros' extortion ef- 
forts. 


KADISON SAID that Stavros was not

Heartworm hits home 


Former 'Southern' disease moves as far 
north as Canada with our mobile society 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The family dog is now paying a 


price for America's mobile society. 


The family motor vacation to the 


South 
brought back more than 


carved coconuts, baby alligators and 
bags of oranges. The dog, which of- 
ten accompanies the family, brought 
back canine heartworm disease. 


The disease, dlrofilariasis, was once 


considered a problem only in warm- 
er climates, such as the southeastern 
United States. However, families, 
with their pets, on the move have 
brought it as far north as Michigan 
and Canada, according to the Ameri- 
can Veterinary Medical Society. 


HEAUTWORMS ARE exactly what 


the name Implies: parasitic worms 
that can lodge in a dog's heart. If 
enough of the worms accumulate, the 
impaired blood circulation can lead 
to lung, liver, kidney as well as heart 
dysfunctions, and possibly death. 
. The worms range in length from 
six-inch males to females a foot or 
more long. 


The worms are transmitted by 


mosquitos. The insect can draw 
blood containing microscopic worms 
larvae from an infected animal. Af- 
ter two weeks, the larvae mature 
enough Inside the mosquito to be 
transmitted to a healthy dog and in- 
fect it. 


Once.inside the dog's body the lar- 


vae take three months to "migrate" 
to the heart, where they reach their 
full growth in about three more 
months, the AVMA said. 


Because mosquitos are the "car- 


riers," dogs that live near water or 
take family trips to the woods are 
more susceptible to the illness, the. 
AVMA warned. 


DR. JACK NOVES of Barrington 


became interested in the disease 
when it first started showing up in 
this area about 1970 near Elgin. 
Noyes is now chairman of the Illinois 
Veterinary Medicine Society's heart-

The next bid date Is Aug. 6. A contract 


would be awarded three to four weeks 
after tho bids are let and construction on 
the sowers and bridge over Salt Creek 
could be under way by September, ac- 
cording to Henry Yamanolca, a mobi- 
lities study engineer with the Illinois 
State Highway Department. 


If federal clearance for the project is 


not received this month, funds for the 
entire project could be in jeopardy, said 
Yamanako. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS, area Congress- 


men and tho Northwest Council of May- 
ors all have written letters trying to 
speed up clearance of tho project.

Condo may allow parks use of pool 


A decision may como today from offi- 


cials of the Baybrook condominium de- 
velopment In Palatine on possibly allow- 
ing the Salt Creek Park District use of 
their swimming pool this summer. 


The Baybrook officials met Tuesday 


night with residents living In the devel- 
opment to discuss the park district pro- 
posal. James DcVos, park district direc- 
tor of parks and recreation, told district 


board members Tuesday night during a 
regular board meeting a decision might 
come today.

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Heartworm hits home 


Former 'Southern' disease moves as far 
north as Canada with our mobile society

The family dog is now paying a 


price for America's mobile society. 


The family motor vacation to the 


South 
brought back more than 


carved coconuts, baby alligators and 
bags of oranges. The dog, which of- 
ten accompanies the family, brought 
back canine heartworm disease. 


The disease, dirofllariasis, was once 


considered a problem only in warm- 
er climates, such as the southeastern 
United States. However, families, 
with their pets, on the move have 
brought it as far north as Michigan 
and Canada, according to the Ameri- 
can Veterinary Medical Society. 


HEARTWORMS ARE exactly what 


the name implies: parasitic worms 
that can lodge in a dog's heart. If 
enough of the worms accumulate, (he 
impaired blood circulation can lead 
to lung, liver, kidney as well as heart 
dysfunctions, and possibly death. 


The worms range in length from 


six-inch males to females a foot or 
more long. 


The worms are transmitted by 


mosquitos. The insect can draw 
blood containing microscopic worms 
larvae from an infected animal. Af- 
ter two weeks, the larvae mature 
enough inside the mosquito to be 
transmitted to a healthy dog and in- 
fect it. 


Once inside the dog's body the lar- 


vae take three months to "migrate" 
to the heart, where they reach their 
full growth in about -three more 
months, the AVMA said. 


Because mosquitos are the "car- 


riers," dogs that live near water or 
take family trips to the woods are 
more susceptible to the illness, tho 
AVMA warned. 


DR. JACK NOYES of Harrington 


became interested in the disease 
when it first started showing up In 
this area about 1970 near Elgin. 
Noyes is now chairman of the Illinois 
Veterinary Medicine Society's heart-

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Stavros sentence: 4 years

James Stavros, former Wheeling Town- 


ship Democratic commlttcemnn, was 
sentenced to a four-year prison term and 
fined $23,000 Tuesday despite claims by 
his attorney that Stavros was led astray. 


U S. District Judge Hubert Will said he 


decided on the four-year sentence be- 
cause It will guarantee that Stavros will 
serve at least three yean In a federal 
penitentiary under current parole pol- 
icies. 


Stnvros pleaded guilty April 30 to ex- 


torting J92.000 from three Wheeling de- 
velopers and filing a false Income tax 
return as part of an agreement with the 
U.S. Attorney's Office, which dropped 
eight other counts against Stavros. 


Among the eight counts were charges 


of extorting an additional $91,250 from 
Wheeling developers. 


IN ASKING FOR a light sentence, 


Stavros' attorney, Joel Murray, said his 
client began extorting money from devel- 
opers because he feared he was dying 
from cancer of the testicles and needed 
to provide for his family. 


Judge Will rejected the statement and 


noted that a probation report found 
Stavros now to be In excellent health. His 
problems are "more psychiatric than 
physical," said the judge, referring to 
the report. 


Murray also charged that Stavros was 


led astray by Jack Nctchln, an associate 
of Hollywood Builders. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Steven Kadlson,

however, replied that Murray's allega- 
tions were "outrageous and border on 
the slanderous." Kadlson presented the 
court with the results of a lie detector 
test by Nctchln, which Kadlson said 
proved that Nctchln had never entered 
Into any schema with Stavros. He said 
the test also showed that Netchln did not 
lie when he said that his own company 
was a victim of Stavros1 extortion ef- 
forts. 


KADISON SAID that Stavros was not 


the "contrite and humbled" man pic- 
tured by Murray in his argument for a 
light sentence. He sold Stavros only 
agreed to plead guilty after "he* was 
backed Into a corner" by the massive 
federal evidence against him. 


According to Kadlson, Stavros used 


"old-fashioned gangster" techniques In 
"extorting money from any developer 


Search for Andrews pair 
returns to Chicago River 


The four-year search for Edward 


and Sophia Andrews will return to 
the Chicago River next week with the 
aid of a specifically outfitted boat, 
according to Arlington Heights po- 
lice. 


The Andrews, of 738 S. Vail, dis- 


appeared on May 15, 1070, after at- 
tending a cocktail party at the Shcra- 
ton-Chicago Hotel on Michigan Ave- 
nue. Despite a nationwide bulletin, 
no trace of tho Andrews, or their 
1969 Oldsmobllc, has ever been dis- 
covered. 


Arlington Heights Police Dot. Ron- 


ald Van Raaltc said arrangements 
will be made next week to use an 
electronically equipped boat to make 
soundings of the Ogdcn Slip at the 
mouth of the river at Lake Michigan. 


POLICE AND John Rynak, Mrs. 


Andrews' brother, have long sub- 
scribed to the theory that the couple 
accldcntty drove Into the river after 
tho party. The car, according to the 
speculation, cither sank Into the soft 
river bed or was washed Into tho 
lake by a passing ship. 


Several previous attempts at locat- 


ing the car In the river have been 
unsuccessful. Scubd divers as welt as 
the special boat were used In these 
attempts. 


Tho new search will toko place far- 


ther away from the Michigan Avenue 
bridge where the Andrews were last 
seen. 


Van Raalte sold the new search 


was sparked by newspaper accounts 
marking tho fourth anniversary of 
the disappearance. 


He said a man claiming to have 


been working near tho river in May 
of 1970 thinks the Andrews were on 
their way to a sandwich stand when 
they drove into the river near the 
site of the now-razed North Pier Ter- 
minal building. 


The west side of the slip was not 


searched in the earlier attempts be- 
cause barges anchored there would 
hate made tho electronic soundings 
difficult. 


Van Raallc said the search boat 


and Its owner, whom he did not Iden- 
tify, were out of state and arc due to 
return next week. He said final ar- 
rangements will bo made then. 


Van Raaltc is expected to accom- 


pany the ship In tho search.

tortion of more than $300,000 from Wheel- 
ing developers. He said every defendant 
always has an excuse for his crime, and 
said that Stavros' excuse was "I 
wouldn't have done it except I had the 
opportunity and I was induced to do it." 


The judge also rejected Murray's 


claim that Stavros was trying to provide 
for his family because he felt he was dy- 
ing of cancer. He noted Stavros' net fi- 
nancial worth of $1,888,000, with holdings 
of $3,423,000. 


"A MAN WHO IS getting ready to face 


his maker ought not to want to do it at 
the top of a crime wave," Judge Will 
said. 


Kadfson asked the judge for a stiff sen- 


tence to show the Wheeling community 
how such crimes are dealt with, and 
Judge Will agreed. 


"These are troubled days In this coun-

The park district has no*swim facilities 


of its own but has been permitted for the 
past several years to use the hotel pool 
as well as numerous facilities at the race 
track complex for activities.

Terming his sentence "relatively mild 


and certainly tempered with mercy," 
.Judge Will said he had discussed the 
case with other federal judges. "There 
were suggestions of substantially higher 
sentences," he said. 


"For a man who abuses public power 


to the tune of J300,000-plus, I find It diffi- 
cult to conclude that a sentence of any- 
thing less than I have Imposed would be 
responsible to the community," Judge 
Will said. 


Stavros will begin serving his four-year 


sentence June 25 when he will surrender 
at a yet undetermined federal prison. 
Judge Will granted Stavros six months to 
pay his $25,000 fine. 


STAVROS, WHO has been political 


boss of Wheeling for a decade, will also 
have to settle with the Internal Revenue 
Service for a large but undisclosed 
amount of back taxes. 


Stavros is the second defendant to 


plead guilty and be sentenced for federal 
charges brought Jan. 31, when six for- 
mer and present i Wheeling and Cook 
County officials were indicted following a 
year-long federal probe of shakedowns of 
Wheeling developers. Former village 
trustee Michael Valenza was sentenced 
to a nine-month prison term for con- 
spiracy to commit extortion.

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History, science, 
math" graveyard 


teaching topics

A graveyard Isn't the liveliest place to learn history, but 


holding classes there docs lay to rest some ancient fears of 
things that go bump In the night, according to Roland Stein, 
Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dlst. 15 outdoor education director. 


He said that children usually worry about ghosts and gob- 


lins when they find out they're going to spend a few hours in 
a cemetery. "But that soon posses," Stein added. He has 
taken about a dozen classes to the cemetery this year, he 
said. 


Tho cemetery field trip was started about two years ago, in 


order to give students a feeling for the post, Stein said. He 
added that headstones weren't really a lot of contact with the 
past, but they were better than mimeographed sheets. 


"The big problem Is that so much of it Is in German," Stein 


said. Tho students usually visit the cemetery near Paddock 
School, 225 W. Washington Ct., which was incorporated in 
18SS and has only a few recent headstones. 


STEIN SAID the youngsters hove "a very Interesting reac- 


tion" to the single mausoleum in the cemetery. "Most of 
them are surprised that people arc actually buried in the 
walls," ho said. The mausoleum belongs to a Polish family 
and those types of tombs arc very common In Poland, Stein 
said. 


Besides learning history, Children also work on arithmetic, 


science, geography and art during the graveyard visit. They 
have a short history of the area, which uses some of the 
names In the graveyard and a three page form to fill out, 
listing the facts they dig up. 


Under arithmetic is Included figuring the ages of a person 


at death, finding the oldest person and oldest grave and iden- 
tifying the geometric shapes of the stones. 


For science classes, the children try to discover what types 


of materials are used for gravestones, the effects of time and 
weather on the headstones, occurrences of epidemics and the 
types of flowers In the cemetery. 


THE DESIGN AND location of the graveyard, plus reasons 


for the early settlement of the area are part of geography. 
For their art lesson, the youngsters sketch the design and 
decorations of the stones and make a crayon rubbing of some 
of the decorations. 


"They really make some beautiful art work," Stein said, 


"and they take something back from the cemetery that they 
can use in the classroom." 


"This is something I think we can use for education as well 


as preserving the heritage," Stein added.

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But city tvill seek injunction to stop races 
Weekend night racing for Arlington Park wins approval 


by KURT BAER 


The Illinois Racing Board has over* 


rldcn objections by the City of Rolling 
Meadows, and unanimously approved 
four days of weekend night racing at Ar- 
lington Park Race Track. 


But Rolling Meadow* Mayor Roland J. 


Meyer said Tuesday ho will direct the 
city's attorney, Donald Rose, to seek an 
emergency Injunction against the night 
races. 


Rose told the racing board Tuesday 


that (he noise, traffic and lights con- 
nected with night racing would adversely 
affect residents living near the track. 


Ho also charged that Inadequate notice 


had been given to allow residents the op- 
portunity to express themselves. 


However, in the Interest of maximizing 


slate revenue, the racing board voted 4-0 


to adopt a motion by racing commission- 
er Lucy Rcum permitting day-night 
"double headers" at Arlington Park on 
June 7,8,14 and 15. 


The night races arc conditioned on the 


fact that a contract dispute between 
horsemen and the operators of Sports- 
man's Park goes unsettled. 


THE DISPUTE HAS forced the cancel- 


lation of night harness races at Sports- 
man's, which could cost the state as 
much as $100,000 a day In revenue. 


"I think It Is advisable to give it (night 


racing) a four-day try," said racing 
board chairman Anthony Scariano. The 
weekend programs will give the board an 
"experience factor" to use in evaluating 
whether to extend nighttime racing at 
Arlington Park beyond June IS if the dis- 
pute at Sportsman's Park continues. 


"We've had experience with mo- 


torcycle races and other night events and 
it's been'all bad. There's no reason to 
assume this won't be bad also," Rose 
replied. 


Arlington Park Race Track president 


Jack Loome called the city attorney's 
contention that a largo number of resi- 
dents would be disturbed by traffic, noise 
and lights "grossly exaggerated." 


"There Is a main arterial (Euclid Ave- 


nue) between Rolling Meadows and the 
race track, three-quarters of which will 
have no traffic because cars will be ex- 
iting west," Loome said. 


THE NIGHT RACES will start at 8 


p.m. Friday and Saturday, and end by 
11:30 p.m. The last people will leave the 
race track and the lights will be shut off 
by midnight, Loome said. 


Rose told the racing board that resi- 
dents living near Arlington Park "have 
been consistent in their position for many 
years." "The short notice of this meeting 
does not allow people to voice their ob- 
jection," he said. 


Night racing has a "tremendous im- 


pact" on residents whose homes abut tlio 
race track, he said, and he asked the 
racing board "to hear their objections 
before it is imposed on them." 


Meyer, too, said that insufficient time 


had been allowed for public comment on 
the night racing proposal. He pointed to 
the fact that Arlington Park's formal 
written application for night races was 
presented and approved at the same 
meeting Tuesday. 


Scariano discounted Rose's argument 


that Improper notice of the Tuesday 


hearing had been given. 


Twenty-four hours' notice of the meet- 


ing was put out, both to individuals and 
through the news media, he said, in full 
compliance with the Illinois Open Meet- 
ings Act. 


NIGHT RACES planned at Arlington 


Park Monday night were canceled after 
Rose threatened to file a lawsuit charg- 
ing that a weekend poll of racing board 
members conducted by Scariano had vio- 
lated the open meetings law. 


The poll showed the board to be 4-1 in 


favor of night racing at Arlington Park 
in order to make up some of the money 
being lost at Sportsman's Park in Cicero. 


But after Rose threatened to sue the 


board and in the face of telephone objec- 
tions from residents, Scariano called off 
Monday night's program just six hours 


before the start of the first race, and an- 
nounced Tuesday's hearing on the sub- 
ject. 


"The racing board may have met the 


legal requirements, but it certainly has 
not fulfilled the spirit of the open meet- 
ings law," Rose said after Tuesday's 
hearing. 


ANOTHER OBJECTION to night rac- 


ing, from the president of the Arlingdalc 
Homeowners Assn., George Zogas, 1514 
W. Hawthorne St., was read into the 
record of the meeting. 


Zogas did not appear in person. 
The Village of Arlington Heights was 


not represented at the meeting. The vil- 
lage is prohibited by its annexation 
agreement with Arlington Park from ob- 
jecting to the race track's application for 
night racing.

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Heartworm hits home 


Former 'Southern' disease moves as far 


\ 


north as Canada with our mobile society 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The family dog is now paying a 


price for America's mobile society. 


The family motor vacation to the 


South brought back 
more than 


carved coconuts, baby alligators and 
bags of oranges. The dog, which of- 
ten accompanies the family, brought 
back canine heartworm disease. 


The disease, dirofilariasis, was once 


considered a problem only in warm- 
er climates, such as the southeastern 
United States. However, 
families, 


with their pets, on the move have 
brought it as far north as Michigan 
and Canada, according to the Ameri- 
can Veterinary Medical Society. 


HEARTWORMS ARE exactly what 


the name implies: parasitic worms 
that can lodge in a dog's heart. If 
enough of the worms accumulate, the 
impaired blood circulation can lead 
to lung, liver, kidney as well as heart 
dysfunctions, and possibly death. 


The worms range in length from 


six-inch males to females a foot or 
more long. 


The worms arc transmitted by 


mosqultos. The insect can draw 
blood containing microscopic worms 
larvae from an infected animal. Af- 
ter two weeks, the larvae mature 
enough inside the mosquito to be 
transmitted to a healthy dog and in- 
fect it. 


Once Inside the dog's body the lar- 


vae take three months to "migrate" 
to the heart, where they reach their 
full growth in about three more 
months, the AVMA said. 


Because mosquitos are the "car- 


riers," dogs that live near water or 
take family trips to the woods are 
more susceptible to the illness, the 
AVMA warned. 


DR. JACK NOYES of Harrington 


became interested in the disease 
when it first started showing up in 
this area about 1970 near Elgin. 
Noyes is now chairman of the Illinois 
Veterinary Medicine Society's heart-

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Stavros sentence: 4 years

James Stavros, former Wheeling Town- 


ship Democratic commltteoman, was 
sentenced to a four-year prison term -and 
fined $23,000 Tuesday despite claims by 
his attorney that Stavros was led astray. 


U.S. District Judge Hubert Will said ho 


decided on the four-year sentence be- 
cause It will guarantee that Stavros will 
serve at least three years In a federal 
penitentiary under current parole pol- 
icies. 


Stavros pleaded guilty April 30 to ex- 


torting $02,000 from three Wheeling de- 
velopers and filing a false Income tax 
return as part of an agreement with the 
U.S. Attorney's Office, which dropped 
eight other counts against Stavros. 


Among the eight counts were charges 


of extorting an additional $91,250 from 
Wheeling developers. 


IN ASKING FOR a light sentence, 


Stavros' attorney, Joel Murray, said his 
client began extorting money from devel- 
opers because he feared he was dying 
from cancer of the testicles and needed 
to provide for his family. 


Judge Will rejected the statement and 


noted that a probation report found 
Stavros now to bo In excellent health. Mis 
problems are "more psychiatric than 
physical," sold the judge, referring to 
the report. 


Murray also charged that Stavros was 


led astray by Jack Notchln, an associate 
of Hollywood Builders. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Steven Kadison,

however, replied that Murray's allega- 
tions were "outrageous and border on 
the slanderous." Kadison presented the 
court with the results of a lie detector 
test by Nctchln, which Kadison said 
proved that Netchln had never entered 
into any scheme with Stavros. He said 
the test also showed that Netchin did not 
He when ho sold that his own company 
was a victim of Stavros' extortion ef- 
forts. 


KADISON SAID that Stavros was not 


the "contrite and humbled" man pic- 
tured by Murray in his argument for a 
light sentence. He said Stavros only 
agreed to plead guilty after "he was 
backed Into a corner" by the massive 
federal evidence against him. 


According to Kadison,' Stavros used 


"old-fashioned gangster" techniques In 
"extorting money from any developer 


Search for Andrews pair 
returns to Chicago River 


The four-year search for Edward 


and Sophia Andrews will return to 
the Chicago River next week with the 
aid of a specifically outfitted boat, 
according to Arlington Heights po- 
lice. 


The Andrews, of 738 S. Vail, dis- 


appeared on May IS, 1070, after at- 
tending a cocktail party at the Shera- 
ton-Chicago Hotel on Michigan Ave- 
nue. Despite a nationwide bulletin, 
no trace of the Andrews, or their 
1969 Oldsmoblle, has ever been dis- 
covered. 


Arlington Heights Police Dot. Ron- 


ald Van Raalte said arrangements 
will be made next week to use an 
electronically equipped boat to make 
soundings' of the Ogdcn Slip at the 
mouth of the river at Lake Michigan. 


POLICE AND John Rynak, Mrs. 


Andrews' brother, have long sub- 
scribed to the theory that the couple 
accldcntly drove Into the river after 
the party. The car, according to the 
speculation, cither sank into the soft 
river bed or was washed Into the 
lake by a passing ship. 


Several previous attempts at locat- 


ing the car In the river have been 
unsuccessful. Scuba divers as well as 
the special boat were used in these 
attempt*. 


The new search will take place far- 


ther away from the Michigan Avenue 
bridge whore the Andrews were last 
won. 


Van Raalto said the new search 


was sparked by newspaper accounts 
marking the fourth anniversary of 
the disappearance. 


Ho said o man claiming to have 


been working near the river In May 
of 1970 thinks the Andrews were on 
their way to a sandwich stand when 
they drovo into the river near the 
site of the now-razed North Pier Ter- 
minal building. 


The west side of the slip was not 


searched In the earlier attempts be- 
cause barges anchored there would 
have made the electronic soundings 
difficult. 


Van Raalto said thi search boat 


and Its owner, whom ho did not Iden- 
tify, were out of state and arc due to 
return next week. Ho said final ar- 
rangements will bo made then. 


Van Raalto Is expected (o accom- 


pany the ship In the search. 


RYNAK SAID he would pay for the 


new search, but said It was a long 
shot at best. 


"I still don't see how they could 


have gono Into that section. I just 
don't think they could have gotten 
that far," ho said.

The new Informant's theory calls 


for the Andrews, who reportedly 
were hungry after leaving the cock- 
tall party, driving toward the stand 
and finally plunging into the river.

The 
police think they realized their mis- 
take and drove into the river while 
attempting a U-turn. The guardrails 
in the area were down because of 
construction In May 1970. 


O t h e r tipsters, who Included 


clarvolyants, prompted searches of 
lagoons, gravel pits and ponds in the 
Chicago area. 


THE CASE IS one of the most 


baffling to face the Arlington Heights 
Police Department. Veteran lawman 
Chief L. W. Caldcrwood ranks it with 
the still-unsolved disappearance of 
Orja Corns of Wlnnotko, who von* 
Ishcd in 1043. 


The Andrews' brick house and all 


their belongings were found to be In 
order when polce entered It after Ry- 
nak first reported them missing. 


None of their bank accounts have 


been touched, except for deposits 
made by Rynak as controller of their 
estate. The 13 or 14 credit cards they 
carried with them Into oblivion have 
never surfaced. 
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who desired to build In the Village of 
Wheeling." He cited examples by out- 
lining government evidence of physical 
threats made against two developers. 


In the first Instance, Kadison said Fred 


Hillman of Chesterfield Builders called 
then-village trustee Peter Egan after 
Stavros demanded money in exchange 
for building and zoning favors.

man at church because he hadn't paid 
the demanded $40,000 and sold, "If you 
don't pay now It Is lights out for you and 
llghla out for your project." 


Judge Will said h did not care who be- 


gan the scheme which led to Stavros' ex- 
tortion of more than $300,000 from Wheel- 
ing developers. He said every defendant 
always has an excuse for his crime, and 
said that Stavros' excuse was "I 
wouldn't have done U except I had the 
opportunity and I was Induced to do it." 


The judge also rejected 
Murray's 


claim that Stavros was trying to provide 
for his family because he felt he was dy- 
ing of cancer. He noted Stavros' net fi- 
nancial worth of $1,888,000, with holdings 
Of $3,423,000. 


"A MAN WHO IS getting ready to face 


his maker ought not to want to do it at 
the top of a crime wave," Judge Will 
said. 


Kadison asked the judge for a stiff sen- 


tence to show the Wheeling community 
how such crimes are dealt with, and 
Judge Wlllagreed. 


"These arc troubled days in this coun- 


try, and one of the principal reasons these 
are troubled days is so many people In 
the position of public power have abused 
their authority," Will said.

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The judge said the abuse of public 


power is perhaps the most serious crime. 
"There is hardly anything more subver- 
sive," he said, noting he would prefer 
communists to such a crime. 


"I am more worried about people like 


this than overt revolutionaries," he said. 


JUDGE WILL SAID he had no Illusion 


that Stavros' sentence would lead to the 
rehabilitation of politicians, but said it 
might help reestablish 
the account- 


ability to restore public decency. 


Terming his sentence "relatively mild 


and certainly tempered with mercy," 
Judge Will said he had discussed the 
case with other federal judges. "There 
were suggestions of substantially higher 
sentences," he said. 


"For a man who abuses public power 


to the tune of $300,000-plus, I find it diffi- 
cult to Conclude that a sentence of any- 
thing less than I have imposed would be 
responsible to the community," Judge 
Will said. 


Stavros will begin serving his four-year 


sentence June 25 when he will surrender 
at a yet undetermined federal prison. 
Judge Will granted Stavros six months to 
pay his $25,000 fine. 


STAVROS, WHO has been political 


boss of Wheeling for a decade, will also 
have to settle with the Internal Revenue 
Service for a large but undisclosed 
amount of back taxes. 


Stavros Is the second defendant to 


plead guilty and be sentenced for federal 
charges brought Jan. 31, when six for- 
mer and present Wheeling and Cook 
County officials were Indicted following a 
year-long federal probe of shakedowns of 
Wheeling developers. Former village 
trustee Michael Valenza was sentenced 
to a nine-month prison term for con- 
spiracy to commit extortion.

next Tuesday. 


FROM ILLINOIS' 24 congressional dis- 


tricts, a total of 77 delegates to the na- 
tional conference will be elected by the 
electors named last night throughout the 
state. Another 19 at-large delegates will 
be chosen by the State Democratic Con- 
vention in Springfield on June 26. The 
remainder of the lOS-member Illinois de- 
legation will be made up of Gov. Daniel 
Walker, Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson III, and 
Illinois' 10 Democratic congressmen. 


The conference in Kansas City has 


been termed a "mini-convention." It is in- 
tended to produce a charter for the na- 
tional party which will set the tone of the 
national Democratic organization for the 
next four years. 


The "mini-convention" is viewed by 


many as an attempt to incorporate the 
best of national delegate selection pro- 
cesses which were Injected into the 1972 
national nominating convention largely 
under the pressure by the dominating 
forces of presidential nominee Sen. 
G e o r g e McGovern, while guarding 
against the divisive effects which con- 
tributed to the party's heavy loss in the 
'72 election. 


History, science, 
math - graveyard 


teaching topics

A graveyard isn't the liveliest place to learn history, but 


holding classes there does lay to rest some ancient fears of 
things that go bump in the night, according to Roland Stein, 
Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dlst. 15 outdoor education director. 


He said that children usually worry about ghosts and gob- 


lins when they find out they're going to spend a few hours in 
a cemetery. "But that soon passes," Stein added. He has 
taken about a dozen classes to the cemetery this year, he 
said. 


The cemetery field trip was started about two years ago, in 


order to give students a feeling for the past, Stein said. He 
added that headstones weren't really a lot of contact with the 
past, but they were better than mimeographed sheets. 


"The big problem Is that so much of it is In German," Stem 


said. The students usually visit the cemetery near Paddock 
School, 225 W. Washington Ct., which was incorporated in 
1865 and has only a few recent headstones. 


STEIN SAID the youngsters have "a very interesting reac- 


tion" to the single mausoleum in the cemetery. "Most of 
them arc surprised that -people are actually buried in the 
walls," he said. The mausoleum belongs to a Polish family 
and those types of tombs are very common in Poland, Stein 
said. 


Besides learning history, Children also work on arithmetic, 


science, geography and art during the graveyard visit. They 
have a snort history of the area, which uses some of the 
names In the graveyard and a three page form to fill out, 
listing the facts they dig up. 


Under arithmetic Is Included figuring the ages of a person 


at death, finding the oldest person and oldest grave and iden- 
tifying the geometric shapes of the stones. 


For science classes, the children try to discover what types 


of materials are used for gravestones, the effects of time and 
weather on the headstones, occurrences of epidemics and the 
types of flowers in the cemetery. 


THE DESIGN AND location of the graveyard, plus reasons 


for the early settlement of the area are part of geography. 
For their art lesson, the youngsters sketch the design and 
decorations of the stones and make a crayon rubbing of some 
of the decorations. 


"They really make some beautiful art work," Stein said, 


"and they take something back from the cemetery that they 
can use in the classroom." 


"This is something I think we can use for education as well 


as preserving the heritage," Stein added.

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Residents protest 
plan for 11-story 
Roselle Rd. condos

Residents of Lancer Park and Woath- 


crsflcld expressed disapproval yesterday 
of II-story condominiums proposed on 
the east side of Roscile Road In south- 
central Schaumburg. 


"They arc bringing the city to the 


country. That's just what most people 
moved hero to get away from," said 
Mrs. G. Richards, 628 Crnndcll Ln. 


Mrs. Richards lives In Lancer Park 


Just north of the 60 acres of land G-S 
Building Corp. will soon ask the village 
to annex and zone for a 926-unit devel- 
opment consisting of 286 townhomes, 
three seven-story and two II-story con- 
dominium buildings. 


ANOTHER Lancer Park homeowner. 


Mrs. Adam Ciclak, 300 Timothy Ct., said 
she definitely "wouldn't like It. It Is not 
the area for that type of building yet." 
Mrs. Ciclak said she would prefer to see 
"anything but large buildings" on the un- 
developed tract south of her home. 


Her neighbor, Raymond Czmiel, who 


lives at 433 Noal Ct., agrees. "We have 
enough big buildings here now and \ve 
sure don't need any more traffic," she 
said. 


Czmiel said he Is concerned about devel- 


opment In the area now because of 
"cheaper homes" being built just east of 
Lancer Park. "My taxes right now arc 
over $2,000 a year and I know they arc 
going to continue to climb," Czmiel re- 
marked. 


He said he would like to see the area 


being planned for housing by G-S Build- 
ing Corp. developed for recreation. 


"Honestly. I think we need a nice park 


right there," he added noting that Lan- 


cer Park is served by Meineke Park and 
community center which Czmiel feels Is 
"loo little" to accommodate residents. 


G-S BUILDING Corp. reportedly is in- 


vestigating possibilities of converting a 
vacant 80-foot Northern Illinois Gas Co. 
pipeline casement south of Lancer Park 
to walkways, bicycle paths and other 
recreational space. 


"They'll block our view of downtown 


Chicago," said Karen Dudley, 128 Hart- 
ford Ln. Mrs. Dudley lives In the south- 
east section of Weathersfield and said 
the Hancock building Is often visible 
from her property. 


She said she does not object to 11-or 12- 


story buildings in Schnumburg provided* 
they arc confined to the Woodfield area 
or sections closer to the shopping center. 


LINDA BUCOLT, 630 S. Cedarcrcst, 


also in Wcnthorsficld, Is "unhappy" with 
the plan and said she doesn't like the 
number of apartments coming into 
Schaumburg. 


"This used to be a nice town and now 


It's becoming a big city," she said. But 
Mrs. Bucolt recognizes that "In today's 
economy, It's hard to build single-family 
homes." 


While she said she disapproves of 


many multi-family complexes in the vil- 
lage, Mrs. Bucolt feels Town Square 
Apartments, south of Schaumburg Road 
on Roscllc Road, "look very nice, have 
a lot of land around them and appear to 
be kept up well." 


A public hearing on the G-S Building 


Corp. proposal will be held at 8 p.m. 
June 19 before the zoning board of ap- 
peals.

Art "should be something that 


doesn't turn people off," says Chris 
Ellithorpe, senior at Conant High 
School. 


He ought to know. A blushing Chris 


received a standing ovation 'Friday 
from his fellow students as he un- 
veiled his work of art. Students, 
teachers and administrators pooled 
$600 to purchase two panels of his 
three-panel mural, "The Tragedy of 
Romeo and Juliet" which is now a 
permanent fixture in the school li- 


brary. Chris donated the third panel 
to the school. 


The 12 foot by 4-foot mural took 


about five months, or between 200 
and 300 hours to complete, says 
Chris. It was a project In an indepen- 
dent study English class last fall and 
depicts several scenes from the Sha- 
kespearian play. 


CHRIS DID HAVE a few problems 


with the mural because of its large 
size. He used acrylic paint( mostly 
blacks, browns and blues, which 
dried so quickly it was difficult to 
blend. 


Chris worked on the mural at home 


on weekends and carried it to school 
on Monday where he would work on 
it during free periods during the 
week. His father, a carpenter, made 
the wood frame for the mural. 


"I've been drawing as long as I 


can remember," says Chris. "About 
seventh grade I started painting us- 
ing my brother's set of oils." 


Chris now hopes to become a com-

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Heartworm hits home 


Former 'Southern' disease moves as far 
north as Canada with our mobile society

The family dog is now paying a 


price for America's mobile society. 


The family motor vacation to the 


South brought back 
more than 


carved coconuts, baby alligators and, 
bags of oranges. The dog, which of- 
ten accompanies the family, brought 
back canine heartworm disease. 


The disease, dirofilariasis, was once 


considered a problem only in warm- 
er climates, such as the southeastern 
United States. However, families, 
with their pets, on the move have 
brought it as far north as Michigan , 
and Canada, according to the Ameri- 
can Veterinary Medical Society. 


HEARTVVORMS ARE exactly what 


the name implies: parasitic worms 
that can lodge in a dog's heart. If 
enough of the worms accumulate, the 
impaired blood circulation can lead 
to lung, liver, kidney as well as heart 
dysfunctions, and possibly death. 


The worms range in length from 


six-inch males to females a foot or 
more long. 


The worms are transmitted by 


mosqultos. The insect can draw 
blood containing microscopic worms 
larvae from an Infected animal. Af- 
ter two weeks, the larvae mature 
enough inside the mosquito to be 
transmitted to a healthy dog and in- 
fect it. 


Once inside the dog's body the lar- 


vae take three months to "migrate" 
to the heart, where they reach their 
full growth in about throe more 
months, the AVMA said. 


Because mosquitos are the "car- 


riers," dogs that live near water or 
take family trips to the woods are 
more susceptible to the illness, the 
AVMA warned. 


OR. JACK NOYES of Harrington 


became interested in the disease 
when it first started showing up in 
this area about 1970 near Elgin. 
Noyes is now chairman of the Illinois 
Veterinary Medicine Society's heart-

Developer wins favorable 
consensus from zoners 


Maurice Sanderman won consensus ap- 


proval from the Hoffman Estates Zoning 
Board of Appeals Tuesday with his 
reouest for a rear yard variation for an 
office warehouse building in the Barring- 
ton Square Park for Industry. 


However, the zoning board voted to 


request opinions on specific questions on 
the development from Village Atty. Ed- 
ward Hofert and the plan commission be- 
fore giving Sanderman total approval. 


The board continued the hearing until 8 


p.m. July 2. 


Sanderman, representing Highland De- 


velopment Group, asked the panel to per- 
mit his firm to extend its building to a 
line 55 feet from the rear edge of the 
property. Zoning ordinances require a 
minimum of 20 per cent rear yard be- 
cause the two lots Highland owns are 
shaped irregularly. The zoning board 
was unable to determine what figure 
would constitute 20 per cent of the depth 
of the land. 


Sanderman said the variance is neces- 


sary in order for the firm to realize an 
estimated 8.8 per cent profit margin if it 
conforms to the ordinance. As the devel- 


opers interpret it, their profit would be 
closer to 6 per cent, which Sanderman 
said would not be commensurate with 
their risk. 


The building would total 119,000 square 


feet If the variance is granted. Without 
the variance the square footage would be 
reduced to about 100,000. With the vari- 
ance, Sanderman proposed dividing the 
building into approximately 17 units 
which would be leased to a variety of 
small-business users. Without the vari- 
ance there would be 23 units but most of 
them would be much smaller. Sand- 
erman said they would have low market- 
ability. 


Hofert will be asked to interpret the 20 


per cent requirement and to recommend 
whether the zoning board should rewrite 
the ordinance to eliminate similar ques- 
tions in the future. 


The. plan commission will be asked to 


consider whether proposed parking facil- 
ities will be adequate. Zoning board 
chairman Robert Valentino said the 
parking provided in the plans may be 
insufficient depending on the types of 
tenants found.

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Park referendum passes; voters want Rob Roy ballot

The Prospect Heights Park District's 


$1.1 million referendum passed Tuesday 
by 31 votes. 


Official tallies showed the green ballot, 


which enables the district to issue goner- 
nl obligation bonds for the referendum 
amount, passed 471 t& 440. The same 
counts showed the yellow ballot, which 
enables tho district to Increase its in- 
debtedness, passed 468 to 439. 


An opinion question, calling for a refer- 


endum on tho public purchase of the Rob 
Roy Golf Course on Euclid Avenue, was 
tho day's big winner. It passed 540 to 386. 


The question was included as a third bal- 
lot because some residents of the Pros- 
pect Heights area have opposed current 
efforts to win apartment'zoning for tho 
200-acre golf course from Mount Pros- 
pect village officials. 


THE APPROVED referendum pro- 


vides for a major renovation of the Lions 
Park pool on Camp McDonald at Elm 
Street and the construction of an adja- 
cent community center/sports complex. 
Park officials estimate the total taxes 
per $10,000 assessed valuation over the 16 
years of tho bond issue will be .$286.22, 
with an average of about $17.89 a year. 


The total 907 votes cast Tuesday, to* 


gether with 11 absentee ballots, was a 
near record, according to park officials. 
Only the April 1968 referendum estab- 
lishing the park district garnered a larg- 
er voter turnout, officials said. 


Park board member Joseph Lesniak, 


speaking for the whole board, said late 
Tuesday that all the board members 
were "very elated" with the outcome of 
the .vote and not at all discouraged with 
the slim'victory. 


LESNIAK SAID, "I'm glad that as 


many people came out as did vote." He 
added that he felt the "people who, didn't 
have any children or whose children 


have all grown up" may have been the 
ones who voted against the referendum. 


"It is a dream that has come true for 


all the community," Lesniak said. He at- 
tributed the success of the referendum to 
the board's policy of openness on the ref- 
erendum, the board's willingness to an- 
ser questions and the support of the 
Prospect Heights Improvement Assn., 
Prospect Heights Little League and "a 
lot of concerned Prospect Heighters." 


Park Board President Max Lyle said 


of the board, "Our job has just begun." 
He said a lot, of hard work lay ahead in 
the Implementation of the approved pro- 
gram. 


THE POOL RENOVATION, to be com- 


pleted in November, is required because 
state health officials had said they would 
close down the pool after tills summer 
without major improvements in the facil- 
ities. The referendum plan calls for an 
updating of the pool with the inclusion of 
new locker and shower facilities in the 
adjacent community center/sports com- 
plex. 


The new building, to be completed by 


fall, 1975, also will house meeting rooms 
which will be open to all community 
groups, two arts and crafts rooms, two 
handball courts, an exercise room, a club 
room, concession area and kitchen for 


the meeting rooms. Also at the Lions 
Park site will be built six tennis courts, 
two practice tennis courts, a playground 
area, a children's wading pool and lights 
for the baseball field. 


Oilier planned improvements call for a 


retirement of the outstanding pool reve- 
nue bonds, land acquisition (with funds 
for both halves of the Hillcrest Slough 
included), equipment, four tennis courts 
on the Commonwealth Edison Co. right- 
of-way park south of the Country Gar- 
dens subdivision and development of the 
school park sites at Eisenhower and John 
Muir schools.

The boost In the vehicle sticker fees, 


which will go Int effect with the sale of 
1973 stickers, confirms a Herald article 
April 18 that predicted the rates will go 
up.

ALONG WITH THE Increase In the fee 


for cars, rates also were uppcd for other 
motor vehicles, according to the follow- 
ing schedule: 


• Non-commercial trailers, $5 and $15, 


based on their size. Present fee: None. 


• Commercial trailers, $20 to $45, 


based on their size. Present fee: None. 
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• Motorcycles, $10. Present fee: $8. 
• Trucks, $15 to $110, based on their 


size. Present fee: $12 to $22. 


Scholtcn, chairman of tho village 


board's finance committee has estimated 
that the increase in rates will bring In an 
extra $100,000 a year to village tills. 


• Along with the'increase in rates, the 
ordinance adopted by the board revises 
the alternate uses for funds collected 
through the sale of vehicle stickers. Cur- 
rently the funds arc limited to Improving 
streets and alleys; under the new ordi- 
nance, the funds can also be used for 
related traffic purposes, including police 
salaries. 


IN ENDORSING the higher rates, Tel- 


chert said motorists should underwrite 
the cost of road maintenance, Including 
paving, signallzation and patrol, rather 
than spreading the cost among all resi- 
dents. "We've gone year after year with 
the same fee," he said, "while the cost of 
doing business (processing the forms) is 
going up 10 to 15 per cent." 


Richardson led the opposition to the $5 


increase, contending that motorists are 
already overburdened with lilgher costs, 
including the price of cars, gas, sales 
tax, accessories and labor. He proposed 
the rates be increased to $12.50, but 
Scholtcn. chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, maintained "We'd have to raise 
it again next year. I would just as soon 
take a complete step and not a half- 
step."

Suspended teacher is reinstated 


A fifth-grade teacher at Park View 


School who was suspended from teaching 
Monday and Tuesday was reinstated by 
the Dlst. 26 Board of Education Tuesday 
night. 


John Antonlk, a tenured teacher who 


has taught at the Mount Prospect School 
for five years, was suspended by Princi- 
pal 
T o m k i n s Barnhart for in- 


subordination for an incident which oc- 
curred at the school last week. 


Antonlk allegedly-identified himself as 


the principal of the school when talking 
on the phone to a' parent to Inquire if a 


student who had left the school after 
lunch had gone home. 


THE BOARD, after a one-hour hearing 


with Antonlk and representatives of the 
Illinois Education Assn. and the River 
Trails Education Assn., decided on the 
recommendation of Barnhart to reinstate 
the teacher starting today. The board 
also voted to allow Antonlk to receive his 
salary for the two days he was sus- 
pended but declared that the suspension 
would remain part of his record. 


Antonlk, who admitted his error In the 


Incident, said after the decision, he was 
"happy it was all over." 


Several parents at the meeting voiced 


their support for the teacher and pre- 
sented the board with a petition to that 
effect. They also said they felt the two- 
day suspension did not fit the incident. 


THE INCIDENT brought about dis- 


cussion of the tense situation which has 
existed at Park View for the past several 
months \vith teachers voicing their pro- 
tests with some of Barnhart's actions. 


Barnhart was present for part of the 


meeting, but left before the discussion in- 
volving teachers and parents began cen- 
tering around him. 


Stavros 
sentenced 
to 4 years

James Stavros, former Wheeling Town- 


ship Democratic commltteeman, was 
sentenced to a four-year prison term and 
fined $25,000 Tuesday despite claims by 
his attorney that Stavros was led astray. 


U.S. District Judge Hubert Will said he 


decided on the four-year sentence be- 
cause it will guarantee that Stavros will 
serve at least three years in a federal 
penitentiary under current parole pol- 
icies. 


Stavros pleaded guilty April 30 to ex- 


torting $92,000 from three Wheeling de- 
velopers and filing a false income tax 
return as part of an agreement with the 
U.S. Attorney's Office, which dropped 
eight other counts against Stavros. 


Among the eight counts were charges 


of extorting an additional $91,250 from 
Wheeling developers. 


IN ASKING FOR a light sentence, 


Stavros' attorney, Joel Murray, said his 
client began extorting money from devel- 
opers because he feared he was dying 
from cancer of the testicles and needed 
to provide for his family. 


Judge Will rejected the statement and 


noted that a probation report found 
Stavros now to be in excellent health. His 
problems arc "more psychiatric than 
physical," said the judge, referring to 
the report. 


Murray also charged that Stavros was 


led astray by Jack Netchin, an associate 
of Hollywood Builders. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Steven Kadlson, 


however, replied that Murray's allega- 
tions were "outrageous and border on 
the slanderous." Kadison presented the 
court with the results of a lie detector 
test by Nctchin, which Kadison said 
proved that Netchin had never entered 
into any scheme with Stavros. He said 
the test also showed that Netchin did not 
lie when he said that his own company 
was a victim of Stavros' extortion ef- 
forts. 


KADISON SAID that Stavros was not 


the "contrite and humbled" man pic- 
tured by Murray in his argument for a 
light sentence. He said Stavros only 
agreed to plead guilty after "he was 
backed into a corner" by the massive 
federal evidence against him. 


According to Kadison, Stavros used 


"old-fashioned gangster" techniques in

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Heartworm hits home 


Former 'Southern' disease moves as far 
north as Canada with our mobile society 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The family dog is now paying a 


price for America's mobile society. 


The family motor vacation to the 


South brought back more than 
carved coconuts, baby alligators and 
bags of oranges. The dog, which of- 
ten accompanies the family, brought 
back canine heartworm disease. 


The disease, dlrofilarlasls, was once 


considered a problem only in warm- 
er climates, such as the southeastern 
United States. However, families, 
with their pets, on the move have 
brought it as far north as Michigan 
and Canada, according to the Ameri- 
can Veterinary Medical Society. 


• HEARTWORMS ARE exactly what 
the name implies: parasitic worms 
that can lodge in a dog's heart. If 
enough of the worms accumulate, the 
impaired blood circulation can lead 
to lung, liver, kidney as well as heart 
dysfunctions, and possibly death. 


The worms range in length from 


six-Inch males to females a foot or 
more long. 


The worms' are transmitted by 


mosqultos. The Insect can draw 
blood containing microscopic worms 
larvae from an infected animal. Af- 
ter -two weeks, the larvae mature 
enough inside the mosquito to be 
transmitted to a healthy dog and in- 
fect it. 


Once inside the dog's body the lar- 


vae take three months to "migrate" 
to the heart, where they reach their 
full growth in about three more 
months, the AVMA said. 


Because mosquitos are the "car- 


riers," dogs that live near water or 
take family trips to the woods are 
more susceptible to the illness, the 
AVMA warned. 


DR. JACK NOYES of Barrington 


became interested in the disease 
when it first started showing up in 
this area about 1970 near Elgin. 
Noyes is now chairman of the Illinois 
Veterinary Medicine Society's heart-

own insurance 


The Elk Grove Township board of auditors voted to spend 


more than $37 a month to provide free hospltallzatlon, major 
medical and life Insurance for themselves and eight other 
township employes. 


The board accepted a bid Monday night from Prudential 


Insurance Co. agent Jerry Stark, for a $572.80 monthly pre- 
mium. Five other bids Included another Prudential agent's 
bid for $878.10. 
Both Prudential bids had the same provisions and were 
prepared at the same office In Florida, Auditor Bernard Lee 
said. When the township requested Insurance bids, it Issued a 
statement that three township officials earn more than $10,000 
a year, Lee said. 


' However, he said the township "does not know for a fact" 
whether the agent who submitted the lowest bid used the 
earnings Information in preparing the policy. 


If the agent cannot write the policy at the price he quoted, 


the township will re-bid, Lee said. He said It wouldn't be fair, 
to Just pick the next-lowest existing bid, because "all the 
others differed slightly In what they were proposing." 


Elk Grove is the first township In the area to provide all of 


the approved Insurance benefits to both elected officials and 
employes. 


Only the two Prudential bids met all of the township's sev- 


en provisions, which are: 


• 100 per cent hospital benefits with a $3,000 maximum and 


an unlimited Individual maximum. 


• $100 a year deductible. 
• A $1,200 maximum in surgical benefits 
• $2,000 In life insurance benefits. 
• $11 a day for iri-hospltal doctor calls up to a maximum of 


$1,320. 


• $100 a year for diagnostic X-ray and laboratory benefits. 
• $300 maximum In suppllmental accident benefits. 
The township budgeted $6,700 for the insurance. Lcc said 


there won't be any problems In paying for the Insurance 
which will cost $6,873.60. 


Township Supervisor Richard Hall,, Highway Comr. Alfred 


Stcll, Clerk George Bussc, Assessor Charles Hodlmair, and 
auditors Walter Hartley. Larry Hlntze, Wayne Hult, and Lee 
are eligible for benefits. All but Stcll arc part-time elected 
officials. Part-time office workers are not eligible. 


Special meeting called 


The board of auditors called a special township meeting for 


June 27 at 8 p.m. to consider three funding matters. 


The officials will consider a resolution authorizing them to 


provide mental health services — which would include ser- 
glees for alcohol-and drug-addicted and mentally retarded 
persons — by appropriating funds to state-approved mental 
health agencies in the area, that have existed for more than 
one year.

BOARD MEMBER Emil Bahnmaler, a 


middle-of-the-road member of the board, 
said he "wasn't surprised" by the letter. 
"The board Is aware of the situation," 
said Bahnmaler. 


Bahnmaier added that he "would not 


Ignore what the public is saying." Bahn- 
maler would not comment on whether 
he thought a separation of the district 
and Erviti was imminent. "Some things 
arc better left unsaid." 


Board member Al Domanlco, who was

Weekend night racing for Arlington Park wins approval

Tho Illinois Racing Board has over- 


rldcn objections by the City of Rolling 
Meadows, and unanimously approved 
four days of weekend night racing at Ar- 
lington Park Race Track. 


But Rolling Meadows Mayor Roland J. 


Meyer said Tuesday he will direct the 
city's attorney, Donald Rose, to seek an 
emergency Injunction against the night 
races. 


Rose told the racing board Tuesday 


that the noise, traffic and lights con- 
nected with night racing would adversely 
affect residents living near the track. 


He also charged that Inadequate notice 


h.v,! been given to allow residents the op- 
portunlty to express themselves. 


However, In the Interest of maximizing 


state revenue, the racing board voted 4-0 


to adopt a motion by racing commission- 
er Lucy Rcum permitting day-night 
"double headers" at Arlington Park on 
Juno 7,8,14 and IS. 


The night races arc conditioned on the 


fuel that a contract dispute between 
horsemen and the operators of Sports- 
man's Park goes unsettled. 


THE DISPUTE HAS forced the cancel- 


lation of night harness races at Sports- 
man's, which could cost the state as 
much as $100,000 a day in revenue. 


"I think It is advisable to give it (night 


racing) a four-day try," said racing 
board chairman Anthony Scariano. The 
weekend programs will give the board an 
"experience factor" to use in evaluating 
whether to extend nighttime racing at 
Arlington Park beyond June 15 If the dis- 
pute at Sportsman's Park continues. 


"We've had experience with mo- 


torcycle races and other night events and 
it's been all bad. There's no reason to 
assume this won't be bad also," Rose 
replied. 


Arlington Park Race Track president 


Jack Loomc called the city attorney's 
contention that a large number of resi- 
dents would be disturbed by traffic, noise 
and lights "grossly exaggerated." 


"There is a main arterial (Euclid Ave-

p.m. Friday and Saturday, and end by 
11:30 p.m. The last people will leave the 
race track and the lights will be shut off 
by midnight, Loome said.

years." "The short notice of this meeting 
does not allow people to voice their ob- 
jection," he said.

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Search for Andrews pair 
returns to Chicago River 


The four-year search for Edward 


and Sophia Andrews will return to 
the Chicago River next week with the 
aid of a specifically outfitted boat, 
according to Arlington Heights po- 
lice. 


The Andrews, of 738 S. Vail, dis- 


appeared on May 15, 1970, after at- 
tending a cocktail party at the Shera- 
ton-Chicago Hotel on Michigan Ave- 
nue. Despite a nationwide bulletin, 
no trace of the Andrews, or their 
1969 Oldimobile, has ever been dis- 
covered. 


Arlington Heights Police Det. Ron- 


ald Van Raalte said arrangements 
will be made next week to use an 
electronically equipped boat to make 
soundings of the Ogdcn Slip at the 
mouth of the river at Lake Micliigan. 


POLICE AND John Rynak, Mrs. 


Andrews' brother, have long sub- 
scribed to the theory that the couple 
accidently drove into the river after 
the party. The car, according to the 
speculation, cither sank into the soft 
river bed or was washed Into the 
lake by a passing ship. 


Several previous attempts at locat- 


ing the car in the river have been 
unsuccessful. Scuba divers as well as 
the special boat were used in these 
attempts. 


The new search will take place far- 


ther away from the Michigan Avenue 
bridge where the Andrews were last 
seen. 


Van Raalte said the new search 


was sparked by newspaper accounts 
marking the fourth anniversary of 
the disappearance. 


He said a man claiming to have 


been working near the river in May 
of 1970 thinks the Andrews were on 
their way to a sandwich stand when 
they drove into the river near the 
site of the now-razed North Pier Ter- 
minal building. 


The west side of the slip was not 


searched in the earlier attempts be- 
cause barges anchored there would 
have made the electronic soundings 
difficult. 


Van Raalte said the search boat 


and its owner, whom he did not iden- 
tify, were out of state and arc due to 
return next week. He said final ar- 
rangements will be made then. 


Van Raalte is expected to accom- 


pany the ship in the search: 


RYNAK SAID he would pay for the

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Heartworm hits home 


Former 'Southern' disease moves as far 
north as Canada with our mobile society 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The family dog is now paying a 


price for America's mobile society. 


The family motor vacation to the 


South brought back more than 
carved coconuts, baby alligators and 
bags of oranges. The dog, which of- 
ten accompanies the family, brought 
back canine hcarlworm disease. 


The disease, dlrofllariasis, was once 


considered a problem only in warm- 
er climates, such as the southeastern 
United States. However, 
families, 


with their pets, on the move have 
brought It as far north as Michigan 
and Canada, according to the Ameri- 
can Veterinary Medical Society. 


HEARTWORMS ARE exactly what 


the name implies: parasitic worms 
that can lodge in a dog's heart. If 
enough of the worms accumulate, the 
impaired blood circulation can lead 
to lung, liver, kidney as well as heart 
dysfunctions, and possibly death. 


The worms range in length from 


six-inch males to females a foot or 
more long. 


The worms are transmitted by 


mosquitos. The insect can draw 
blood containing microscopic worms 
larvae from an infected animal. Af- 
ter two weeks, the larvae mature 
enough Inside the mosquito to be 
transmitted to a healthy dog and in- 
fect it. 


Once inside the dog's body the lar- 


vae take three months to "migrate" 
to the heart, where they reach their 
full growth in about three more 
months, the AVMA said. 


Because mosquitos are the "car- 


riers," dogs that live near water or 
take family trips to the woods are 
more susceptible to the illness, tho 
AVMA warned. 


DR. JACK NOYES of Barrington 


became interested in the disease 
when it first started showing up in 
this area about 1970 near Elgin. 
Noyes is now chairman of the Illinois 
Veterinary Medicine Society's heart-

resentative to the village plan commls- 
slon. 


Everly replaces Kay Muller whose 


term expired on April 30. Mrs. Muller, 
park board vice president, had held the 
post since January. 


Mrs. Muller reacted to the news that 


she had not been reappolnted by saying: 
"It's traditional, Isn't it. to cut off the 
head of tho messenger that brings bad 
news?" 


Mrs. Muller became embroiled as a 


plan commissioner with tho village over 
tho use and distribution of land dedicated 
by developers to offset the Impact of in- 
creased population on schools, parks and 
village services. 


SHE CONTENDED that the parks and 


school did not receive a fair share of the 
land and that village manager L.A. Han- 
son Intentionally distorted figures to 
show a moro equitable land distribution. 


Hanson has refused comment on the 


matter. The village board of trustees is 
now studying the dedication ordinance to 
see if it has been followed and whether it 
needs to bo changed to conform with ne- 
gotiation practices. 


Mrs. Muller sold she did not expect to 


be rcappolnted after she aired her 
charges. 


"When you come out like I did on tho 


last day of your term, you do it with 
your eyes wide open," she said, 
'she said her public charges led to hcrnot 
being rcappolnted. "I can't see any other 
reason, can you?" she said. 


VILLAGE Pret. Jack Walsh sold her 


allegations did not Influence the board of 
trustees' selection of Everly. 


"It did not as far as I can identify," he 


said. "We received recommendations of 
three names from the park district." 


Trustee Alice Harms cast tho lone dis- 


senting vote against Evcrly's appoint- 
ment. She said her vote was not against 
him, but rather In favor of retaining 
Mrs. Muller.

gins today, said he did not think Mrs. 
Muller's conflicts led to his appointment. 
"I don't believe this Is true. She tried In 
her own way to bring out problems," he 
said. 


He added, "I think Kay's done a good 


job and there's a great deal that still 
needs to be done," 


He said it would be premature to dis- 


cuss what role he would play in the com- 
mission other than that as the park dis- 
trict representative. 


"I'M just delighted I have the opportu- 


nity to serve the community in this addi- 
tional capacity," he said. 


EVERLY, A three-year resident of the 


village, was elected to the park board in 
1973. His term expires in 1979. 


Mrs. Muller jokingly suggested that 


she would be available to fill the board of 
trustees vacancy created by Monday's 
resignation of Theodore • Salinsky, if 
Walsh wanted to appoint her. 


She said she would still take an active, 


although unofficial, role in village mat- 
ters.

Builder will wait 1 year 
on Harper site purchase 


Developers of a proposed housing proj- 


ect at Palatine and Schocnbcck roads 
said they would be willing to wait out the 
one-year period In which Harper College 
could attempt to acquire that land 
through ncogitatlon or condemnation for 
a second campus site. 


Frank Raymond, of Raymond and 


Raymond, Evanslon, told tho plat and 
subdivision subcommittee of the village 
plan commission Tuesday, "We can wait. 
We're In no hurry." 


Tho 146-acro site Is being sought by 


Harper College for a second campus If It 
can get state approval. A hearing before 
the village board of trustees Is scheduled 
for Juno 17 to designate tho land as o 
future school site. 


Tho land, formerly the Osmond farm, 


is owned by tho Mayo Foundation of 
Rochester, Minn. The foundation is re- 
portedly anxious to sell the property ci- 
ther lo Harper, if tho reported price of 
$30,000 an acre can be met, or to Ray- 
mond and Raymond. 


RAYMOND SAID his company wants 


to build 1,074 units of housing on the site. 
He said the project would bo similar to 
Regency Park and would have apart- 
ment condominiums, rental apartments, 
townhouscs and single-family homes. 


He said the apartment rentals would 


begin at about $250 for a one-bedroom, 
and condomlnum apartments would start 
at about $34,500. Ho said single-family 
houses would be priced at $70,000 and up. 


Single-family homes would line some 


of the perimeter and would flank the en- 
trance to the development. Townhouscs 
would be placed In the Interior as a buf- 
fer to the four-and five-story apartment 
and condominium buildings, Raymond 
sold. 


Raymond gave a breakdown of 88 


s I n g I e-famlly homes, 306 townhousc 
units, 200 condominium apartments and 
480 rental units. 


The buildings and houses would be 


clustered, according to the preliminary 
plans, with the open area held in com- 
mon as "green space." 


A SYSTEM OF ponds, for beauty and 


flood control capabilities and streams 
would run through the project. 


Raymond said the exact design and lo- 


cation of the waterways would depend on 
topographical studies to be mode at a 
later date. 


Raymond said five acres would be do- 


nated for a school site, as well as addi- 
tional land for the Arlington Heights 
Park District. 


Edward Grodsky, superintendent of 


School Dlst. 23, attended tho hearing and 
voiced objections to the proposal. He said 
the traffic and school population increase 
from the projected population of 3,000 to 
4,000 residents would overburden al- 
ready-strained schools and roads in the 
area. 


Village planner Joe Kcslcr suggested, 


and Raymond agreed to, a joint devel- 
oper-village study of costs and revenues 
generated by tho project in relation to 
the village, schools and porks.

Stavros will begin serving his four-year 


sentence June 25 when he will surrender 
at a yet undetermined federal prison. 
Judge Will granted Stavros six months to 
pay his $25,000 fine. 


STAVROS, WHO has been political 


boss of Wheeling for a decade, will also 
have to settle with the Internal Revenue 
Service for a large but undisclosed 
amount of back taxes. 


Stavros Is the second defendant to 


plead guilty and be sentenced for federal 
charges brought Jan. 31, when six for- 
mer and present Wheeling and Cook 
County officials were indicted following a 
year-long 'federal probe of shakedowns of 
Wheeling developers. Former village 
trustee Michael Valcnza was sentenced 
to a nine-month prison term for con- 
spiracy to commit extortion.

C a r d i a c , orthopedic and urological 
"problems" ended Stavros' employment 
in 1967, Murray said, and his gross in- 
come in 1968 was about $11,000. - 


"I'm not attempting to plead poverty," 


Murray told Will while challenging the 
probation report's $3.4 million estimate 
of gross worth. The 235-aere farm "has 
been in the family for 20 years." 


"So he wasn't poor then," Will an- 


swered. 


WHEN WILL SUGGESTED a 60-or 90- 


day deadline for payment of. the $25,000 
fine, Murray replied that Stavros' assets 
are not "liquid." Stavros has received an 
extension to June 15 for completion of his 
1973 income tax return and faces possible 
penalties payment of back taxes. - 


The judge then allowed Stavros six 


months to pay the fine. 


Because of Stavros' wealth "he can af- 


ford to be honest" when released from 
prison in more than three years, Will 
said. "He can be in the future all the 
good things he has been in the past and 
none of the bad."

Trustees split on new referendum

ond flood referendum or begin to imple- 
ment the $18.6 million program using 
non-referendum bonds. 


Two trustees, Alice Harms and Ralph 


Clarbour, said Tuesday night that losing 
a second referendum could be a death 
blow to .any future flood-control plans. 
They advocated issuing bonds now to 


start the village-wide program. 


But two other trustees, Frank Palnv 


alter and Dave Griffin, advocated return- 
ing to the voters with a modified pack- 
age in order to win a public mandate for 
the proposed program.. 


UNCERTAINTY OVER the next move 


follows in the wake of a 67-vote defeat of 
the flood-control referendum May 18. 


The differing positions were unresolved 


Federal housing guides 
baffle, delay resolution 


Arlington Heights Housing Commission 


members, apparently baffled by regu- 
lations for a federal subsidy leasing pro- 
gram, hedged from adopting a resolution 
needed to bring as many as 100 units of 
low-and moderate-Income housing to the 
area. 


Members decided to ask Victor Wai- 


chlrck, executive director of the Cook 
County Housing Authority, or another 
representative, to meet with them next 
week to explain the federal regulations. 


"We need some guidance," said How- 


ard Pollard, a commission member. "We 
should understand this before we go on 
with a resolution." 


CHAIRMAN Jack Pittas said recently 


released regulations on the federal leas- 
ing program, called Section 23 Housing 
Assistance Payment program, seem to 
conflict in certain areas. 


In one icctlon, the regulation states 


that not more than 10 per cent of the 
units In a single structure could be subsi- 
dized, he said. But Rlttas added that In a 
following lection, the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD) 
will give priority to those applicants for 
20 per cent or less unite in a single struc- 
ture, Plttos said. . 


Regulations also seem to imply that 


applications by municipalities for 25 or 
fewer units will be considered for ap- 
proval, he added. 


"If tho number of units under 23 go to 


tho top of the list, then we'll have to look 
at tho number of units we're going for," 
Pittas said. 


Tho Housing 'Commission drafted a 
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tentative resolution* that calls for no 
more than 100 units of low-and moderate' 
Income housing to be subsidized by the 
Section 23 program. 


THE RESOLUTION, to be adopted by 


the village, is required by the federal 
government before any mon6y could be' 
released. Recently, $12.4 million was al- 
located for such use In Illinois, and com- 
mission members arc hoping to hurry 
with a resolution for a share of the mon- 
ey. 


The program allows owners to lease 


housing units to a local housing authority 
for occupancy of low-and moderate-In- 
come tenants, Including senior citizens. 
In this case, tho commission will desig- 
nate the Cook County Housing Authority 
as its houulng authority. 


Besides stumbling through inter- 


pretations of the regulations, members 
said they were dismayed at the rentals 
designated for existing housing. For ex- 
ample, HUD imposes d limit of $137 for a 
one-bedroom and $161 for a two-bedroom 
apartment that qualify for subsidies. 


"Obviously they're low," said Pittas, 


adding that there arc not likely to be 
such low rentals in Arlington Heights. 
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at Tuesday night's finance committee 
meeting and will be passed to the full, 
village board for discussion on June 17. ' 


"I think the people have said we don't 


know whether we want this done or not, 
and we're looking to the board for guid- 
ance," Clarbour said in advocating the 
start of the program'now.' 


Mrs. Harms recommended committing 


available utility tax funds and the vil- 
lage's $1.1 million In federal revenue 
sharing to the $16.6 million flood pro- 
gram, and then issuing general obliga- 
tions bonds to pay, foe the rest. 


"Maybe what the voters .said was 


you're not putting enough of your avail- 
able resources into the program," she 
said. 
, 


BUT PALMATIER warned that issuing 


bonds without referendum. approval, 
while apparently legally possible, could 
turn flood control into a political Issue in 
the next village election. 


"The big hazard is that you're lacking 


a mandate and the whole subject is fair 
game in the election next year. You 
could end up with flooding and anti-flood- 
ing parties," he said. • 


Pal'mnticr has proposed changing the 


program to eliminate plans for using 
Pioneer Park for a flood-control basin. 
He' has also suggested committing reve- 
nue sharing and utility tax funds to 
slightly lower the total cost of the pro- 
gram and then putting up the referen- 
dum again.
